At least 29 flights of large 
commercial airplanes from Lam- 
bert-St. Louis Field were can- 
celed yesterday and last night 
because of an unauthorized strike 
of flight engineers. 

Airlines affected were Eastern, 
American and Trans World Air- 
lines, which have a total of 73 
flights originating or ~ passing 
through St. Louis. The situation 
was complicated further by can- 
celation of some flights to the 
East because of bad weather 
there. 


Hardest hit was Eastern Air- 
lines, which canceled six of its 
regular 12 flights because of the 
strike and an additional three 
because of bad weather. 

TWA reported 13 out of 37 
outgoing flights canceled by the 
strike and four more because of 
weather. American canceled 10 
out of 24 flights because of the 
strike, and was expected to op- 
erate only seven flights out of 
24 today. 

Incoming flights were disrup- 
ted also because of the strike.

CHICAGO, Feb. 18 (UPI)—A 
snow and ice storm battered the 
Midwest Saturday, disrupting 
‘communications and electrical 
power and isolating several lowa 
communities. 

Several thousand Iowans, in- 
sons shivered in frigid tempera- 
tures without heat, power or 
telephone service. 

Winterset, a community about 
30. miles southwest of Des 
Moines, was cut off as 
snapped telephone and electrical 
lines. 

Lenox, in the southwestern 
part of Iowa, also was without 
electric power, telephone or wa- 
ter for 18 hours when utility lines 
parted under weight of the ice. 
By late Saturday the highway 
patrol reported service was part- 
ly restored—at least enough to 
start electric water pumps. 

In Des Moines, about 3900 
homes were without electrical 
service. Furnaces stopped in 
many houses. City officials pre- 
pared to house those needing 
shelter and warmth in a high 
school. Other families went. to 
hotels or motels. 

At least 77 other communities, 
including part of Des Moines, 
were without long-distance tele- 
phone service because of the 
storm which dumped 11 and 12 
inches of snow as it swept across 
Iowa and Minnesota into Wiscon- 
sin and Upper Michigan. 

Deep drifts piled up in the 
storm area and closed hignways 
from Iowa through northern Wis- 
consin. In Minnesota, a snow- 
plow worked 45 minutes to clear 
a 14-mile path between Mantor- 
ville and Rochester to permit 
an ambulance to take a 5-year 
old girl to a hospital. 

Meanwhile, a new storm was 
developing -in the Southwest 
plains. The United States Weath- 
er Bureau said there was no 
immediate indication of the 
storm’s strength or possible di-

Three Causes Given for Disputes 
That Have Stalled Expansion of | 


County Government’s Powers 


Politicians Blame Diffusion of Authority 
and Clashing Opinions, Lack of Lead- ¥ 
ership and Reluctance of Small Units 
to Support Area-Wide Services.

Sharp disputes among St. Louis 
county Democratic office hold- 
ers and leaders, which have 
stalled a program to broaden 
powérs of the county govern- 
ment, have three principal 
Causes, politicians said yester- 
day,. They are: 

1. Both the diffusion of gov- 
ernmenta! authority in the coun- 
ty and differences of opinions 
have multiplied instead of less- 
ened as the county population 
has soared. 

2. No single party leader or 
group has been able to produce 
Jasting harmony from clashing 
viewpoints. 

3. Many smaller governmental 
units are reluctant to give the 
county authority to provide area- 
wide services other leaders think 
the king-size county now needs. 

Reluctance in North. 


This reluctance is particularly 
marked and sometimes borders 
on hostility in the northern part 
of the county, where many offi- 
cials are quick to fight any pro- 
posal to transfer responsibility 
from their municipalities of 
many sizes to the county. 


Even in older, established com- 
munities, emphasis has been 
placed by residents and officials 
alike on things that divide in- 
stead of gaining mutual objec- 
tives. For example, Ladue, Fron- 
tenac and Huntleigh Village, 
whose residents have many com- 
mon interests, were unable to 
“agree on a consolidation pro- 
posal. 

The Balkan approach to gov- 
ernmental matters did not hold 
recently in Clayton, however, 
when voters approved a bond 
proposal for a police center to 
be shared with the St. 
County Police Department. 

Many municipal officials pri- 
vately agree that with 98 incor- 
porated communities trying to 
handle commonly-needed serv- 
ices, the results often are costly 
and unsatisfactory. 


New county residents moving 


from St. Louis often are hard-hit 
by high taxes for public services 
and schools just being estab- 
lished among the subdivisions, 
they pointed out. Police protec- 
tion ranges from excellent in 
some of the larger cities to 
skimpy in smaller ones. . Traffic 
clogs the streets in well-regulat- 
ed and unregulated communities 
alike, because many govern- 
ments instead of a single au- 
thority control major streets and 
thoroughfares. 

Tax rates vary sharply from 
town to town, principally be- 
cause the major portion of the 


county’s industrial and commer- | 
cial tax base’is not available to’ 
as 


such ‘bedroom suburbs’’ 
Florissant and Webster Groves. 

County officials contended they 
can do nothing about the situa- 
tion until Missouri permits ‘‘true 
home rule.” 

‘‘Being county supervisor now 
is like being elected president of 
a massive corporation without 
power or the financing to meet 
the responsibilities of the job,” 
said Chairmaia Kussell A. Grant- 
ham of the County Council. 

With the municipalities now 
immune from county control, 
“the entire county government 
theoretically could be snuffed 
out by the cities annexing all 
the unincorporated area,’’ Gran- 
tham said, The county govern- 
ment can legislate only for the 
unincorporated areas. 

“If the county had the power 
to spend $10,000,000 for inciner- 
ators, how could we obtain a 
feasible site if it happened to 
be in an incorporated area?” 
Grantham asked. ‘‘And after we 
built incinerators, what would 
keep the municipalities from 
dumping their rubbish else- 
where? Under our present lim-

Meanwhile, the administration | 
of County Supervisor James H. 
J. McNary has been criticized on 
grounds that it already has 
failed to act with sufficient vigor 
to seek solutions to county prob- 
lems. One continuing sore spot 
frequently mentioned in this con- 
nection tardiness in adopting 
the proposed land plan for 
orderly future developments of 
county resources. 

The council, after studying 
recommendations by a commit- 
tee named by McNary, recently | 
adopted a legislative program | 
and some bills implementing it | 
have been introduced in the 
General Assembly. 

An absence of co-ordinated 
efforts among the council, 
municipal officials and legisla- 
tors from St. Louis county has 
resulted in setbacks and con- 
fusion. 

Representative F. 
meyer (Dem.), Olivette, offered 
proposals for a county police 
tax, for county-wide administra- 
tion in some service areas and 
county land-use powers. 

Grantham protested that Asche- 
meyer had acted’ independently 
in introducing the measures 
prematurely,’’ and thereby had 
jeopardized the county's legisla- 
tive program. The police tax 
bill was killed. 

The measure to expand the 
county government’s powers 
caused Mayor Vincent A. Bayer 
of Greendale to protest: ‘‘All 
this bill leaves for the munici- 
palities to do is to hire a janitor 
to sweep out the city hall and 
lock the door!’’

Opposition to the police tax 
bill came from police chiefs in 
the northern part of the county 
who expressed fear it might 
strengthen the county police de- 
partment at their expense.

With Democratic officials in 
municipalities showing them- 
selves particularly sensitive to 
their constituents’ demands that 
powers be retained on a local 
level, Republicans believe John- 
son may be taking on a big job.

Disarmament Policies. 

The re-examination embraces 
a review of all disarmament 
policies beginning with the prob- 
lem of permanently barring nu- 
clear weapons through agree- 
ment with Russia and Britain. 
Test bar negotiations at Geneva 
were postponed until March 21. 

The most spectacular single 
development came with the re- 
lease of two United States air- 
men held in Russia since last 
July when Soviet fighter planes 
shot down their reconnaissance 
aircraft over Arctic waters.

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CALLS INGLIS 
LOBBYING SLUR

lish of employment as a lobbyist 
“casts a very bad light on 
Legisiature,”’ Representative R 
J. King Jr. (Rep.), of Clayton

King made the statement in 
commenting on hiring of Inglhish, 
chairman of the State Demo 
cratic Committee, by three or- 
ganizations seeking to have lec 
islation passed by the Genera! 
Assembly. | 

“I don’t remember any 
vious chairman of either 
who actively engaged in 
ing activities ona paid 
as Mr. Inglish is doing.” 
said. 

Confidence in Inglish was 
voiced earlier by Gov. John M. 
Dalton. 

Efforts to Raise Funds. 

“I just wonder if these people 
would have been so anxious to 
engage. Mr. Inglish if he were 
mot state chairman,”’ King said. 
“It seems tom e Mr. Ineglish. a 
party officer, should have more 
respect for the Legislature than 
to be connected ' 
funds.”’ 

King referred to efforts bv the 
Missouri Good Roads Association 
to raise a fund of $100.009 to 


Promote a $7,300,000.000 hichwav 
program and the United Optom- 
etrists of Missouri to raise $20 .- 
000 to push legislation it desires 
Both have retained Inglish as 
lobbyist.

Farlier this month. Kine and 
two other Republican legislators 
suggested that Gov. Dalton either 
call on Inglish to resign as state 
chairman or stop being a lobby- 
ist. 

The Post-Dispatch reported Fri- 
day that Inglish was a paid rep- 
resentative of the optometrists 
and of the Missouri Pharma- 
@eutical Association in Jeffer- 
Bon City. 

Dalton’s Statement. 

In reaffirming his con! nee 
fn Inglish, Gov. Dalton described 
the state chairman as ‘‘fine per- 
son’’ who has never asked the 
Governor for anything. 

“I don’t believe he ever would 
ask me for anythifg improper,” 
Gov. Dalton said. Inglish was 
one of Dalton’s assistants when 
the Governor was Attorney Gen- 
eral. 

“I worked with him for eight 
years in the Attorney General's 
office,’’ Dalton said, ‘‘and I have 
great confidence in him. I don't 
think he would do anything in- 
tentionally wrong. He is in pri- 
vate practice. He is not a state 
employe in any sense and he has 
@ right to accept fees from 
clients.” 

Inglish told a reporter that he 
had turned down about $100,000 
in lobbying fees because he did 
mot think the legislation sought 
by the organizations were “‘in 
the public interest.’’ 

$100-A-Plate Dinner. 

Inglish said today that he had 
been ‘“‘disturbed’’ by the wording 
of dinner invitations sent recent- 
ly, under his signature, to hon- 
orary colonels on the staff of 
Gov. Dalton. The invitations, in 
effect, indicated that the colonels 
were expected to attend the $100- 
a-plate fund-raising affair last 
Monday at Kansas City, Inglish 
said. 

“Immediately after seeing 
one of the letters,’’ he said, “I 
talked to the Governor. I wrote 
to all of the colonels on the 
Governor’s. stationery, telling 
them they need feel no oblica 
tion to attend any fund-raising 
event.”’ 

Later, Inglish said, he re- 
ceived inquiries from some of 
the 641 colonels, asking if they 
should wear their uniforms to 
the dinner. 

“T wrote another letter to the 
colonels on the Governor’s sta- 
tionery and explained that the 
lists of colonels are public and 
any one could get access to 
them,” Inglish said. ‘i warned 
them they might be circularized 
from time to time. 

“T informed them to ignore 
any letters they might receive 
unless they were on Gov. Dal- 
ton’s stationery and signed by 
me personally.” 

The state chairman added that 
he did not consider the matter a 
serious one. Somebody in Kan- 
gas City had ‘‘goofed,”’ he said.

The Issue in The Congo 


The tumultuous uproar over the 
death of Patrice Lumumba, former 
Congolese Premier, has beclouded 
the fundamental issues and helped 
conceal those having the primary 
responsibility for what has oc- 
curred. Those decrying his slaying 
with loudest ostentation are most 
accountable. It is an old trick of 
the guilty to clamor most conspicu- 
lously for “‘justice’’ in order to as- 
sume the guise of innocence. 

In considering the fundamental 
responsibility for Lumumba’s death, 
we must ask who made him 4 ‘‘sit- 
‘ting duck’”’ target by encdutfaging 
him to become the public symbol 
of the wanton sabotage of Congo- 
lese independence? Whose betrayal 
of the U.N. precipitated the grow- 
ing civil war in The Congo and so 
resulted in so many more deaths? 
Who since his death has pursued a 
bombastic course designed best to 
extend the conflict and prevent 
peace in his distraught land? Who 
has sought to exploit his murder 
with brutal callousness for its own 

profit and without concern for the 
destructiveness of such tactics? 
Soviet hypocrisy is best revealed 
in the denunciation of Mr. Ham- 
marskjold for failure of U.N, policy 
in The Congo. This attempt to shift 
the blame is a typical rewriting of 
the facts by the Communists, Rus- 
sia is the wrecking force which 
made U.N. success in The Congo 
impossible. It undermined the Sec- 
retary General's authority, weak- 
- ened U.N, prestige, encouraged vio- 
lent resistance to U.N. troops, fos- 
' tered withdrawal of U.N. contin- 
gents by several participating coun- 
tries, nursed the confusion and 
chaos from which ghoulishly it 
benefits most. And now it has the 
brazenness to complain that Mr. 
Hammarskjold did not prevail! 

In the face of this calamitous 
threat, America’s policy and lead- 
ership must be steadfast: to sup- 
port the United. Nations in full 
measure as the one paramount 
hope for a world of law, justice and 
peace. Surrender to Russian ulti- 
matums will destroy the U.N. 

If we are firm, the Russians 
might weaken the United Nations 


through withdrawal, which.is nef 


ther likely nor certain. But if we 
falter the consequences will be far 
more dire. We cannot permit ruth- 
less, crude force to prevail over 
what we believe right. For in that 
case the most hopeful light of the 
world will have been dimmed. 
Faith and trust can continue in the 
United Nations only so long as it 
is defended with integrity and cour- 
age.

Exchanging Vices 
During World War II, noted 
American philosopher - mathemati- 
cian Morris R. Cohen wrote: ‘“‘We 
are adopting the things that made 
our enemies powerful, and _inci- 
dentally the things that made them 
our enemies, The first result of 
any war is that the adversaries 
exchange vices. Our danger is that 
we shall copy the militarism that 
corrupted Germany and Japan.” 
The late Professor Cohen ranks 
as one of America’s wisest and 
noblest minds. His brilliant teach- 
ing career took him to such diverse 
and distinguished institutions as 
Columbia, C.C.N.Y., Chicago Univer- 
sity, Yale, Harvard, John Hopkins.

The U.N. Itself 
Ambassador Stevenson did not overstate 
the case when he told the Security Council 
that the issue in the Congo crisis is the sur- 
vival of the United Nations itself. The com- 
plete and unreserved dedication of American 
policy to support of the U.N. in this crisis 1s 
the most inspiring aspect of President, Ken- 
nedy’s strong leadership. If the African na- 
tions take time to think seriously about their 
own interests, they must surely conclude that 
they, too, cannot do better than help the 
U.N. keep the cold war out of The Congo. 

As Secretary General Hammarskjold re- 
tminded the Council, however, one of the basic 
difficulties in The Congo so far has been “a 
sharp discrepancY between aims, which have 
rallied general support, and means so inade- 
quate as to make it impossible to realize those 
same aims.” It is not enough to express ver- 
bal backing for the U.N. The organization 
must be given sufficient powers and a suffi- 
cient mandate to make that backing effective. 

y ~ * 

Does this mean an increase in the U.N. 

forces? Mr. Hammarskjold seems to think 
so. If our Government concurs in the judg- 
ment, then it should exert all its persuasive 
powers to prevent withdrawals from the pres- 
ent force and encourage accessions to it. 
Non-Western troops ought, of course, to re- 
main the preferred components of the force. 
tut if necessary the United States should be 
willing to pay the whole bill for an adequate 
pacification mission. With the U.N. itself at 
stake, with the whole future of international 
co-operation perhaps hanging jn the balance, 
certainly this cause is worth the investment 
of a fraction of what the United States spends 
on the arms race. 

But armed strength is not by any means 
the whole story, or even the major part of 
it. Skillful political and diplomatic leadership 
to create the conditions of a peaceful settle- 
ment is essential. Mr. Hammarskjold pointed 
out, for example, that part of the U.N.’s fail- 
ure so far can be traced to the persistence of 
Belgian influence in The Congo. Last Octo- 
ber he appealed for action to eliminate that 
influence, but “I do not remember that I got 
any active support from any member coun- 
try or from any organ of the United Nations.” 

Fortunately Ambassador Stevenson has 
given some indication that under the Ken- 
nedy Administration the American attitude 
will follow the fundamental principle that 
all foreign intervention outside the frame- 
work of the U.N. should cease. Mr. Stevenson 
carefully added: “This applies to those Bel- 
gians who are providing military advice and 
assistance to The Congo,” as well as to the 
Soviets. Thus the United States has conceded 
that the Belgians are still active, and has 
aligned itself with Mr. Hammarskjold’s view 
that their activity must at last be ended.

In our opinion nothing is more important 
to a peaceful Congo solution than the ‘faith- 
ful realization of this principle. Belgium’s 
status as a friend and NATO ally creates 
some difficulties, of course, but it is the task 
of skillful diplomacy to surmount them. If 
a choice has to be made, the survival of the 
U.N. is more important than the survival of 
NATO, and a successful solution of The 
Congo problem more important than our 
friendship with Belgium. Fortunately we do 
not have to make a choice; it is possible to 
keep our friendships in Europe and at the 
same time exert effective leadership. for in- 
ternational authority in Africa. 

Abandonment of the U.N. operation in The 
Congo would mean, in Mr. Stevenson's words, 
“not only the abandonment of The Congo to 
chaos and to civil war, but * * * abandonment 
of the principle of the United Nations itself.” 
With so much at stake, we dare not do less 
than whatever is necessary to make the U.N. 
mission a success. 


To Keep Families Together 


A bill establishing procedures for marriage 
counseling in Missouri’s divorce courts has 
been offered by Representatives Peter J. J. 
Rabbitt of St. Louis county and his brother, 
Richard J. Rabbitt of St. Louis. It would 
permit the appointment of paid domestic re- 
lations counselors by judges in the various 
circuits, and ought to have the effect of 
making this service widely available. 

Counseling on a voluntary basis was intro- 
duced in this state for the first time about 
two years ago by Circuit Judge Noah Wein- 
Stein of St. Louis county. His experience was 
that it resulted in a 5 per cent reduction in 
divorces granted, but he believes general use 
of counseling would cut the number of di- 
vorces in half. Whether this figure actually 
is within reach is a question; but certainly 
the effort should be made, 


Lament for Six Gatemen 


It would be comforting to believe that the 
laying off of six of the last eight gatemen 
in Union Station, the largest railroad terminal 
in the United States and perhaps in the world, 
was incidental to the current’ business dip 
and that, before long, the men will be back 
and everything in the long, echoing midway 
again will be as stimulating and exciting as 
ever. But that would be wishful thinking. 
The two men still on the job, one by day and 
one by night, are quite able to handle the 
gates for each day’s 76 arriving and depart- 
ing trains. 

Not so very long ago nearly two hundred 
trains a day pulled in and out of the big 
trainshed beneath Link’s tower, the favorite 
landmark of St. Louis. And usually they were 
thronged with passengers. In World War II 
days a traveler almost had to be a crashing 
fullback, accompanied by a contingent of 
burly blockers, to get aboard trains like the 
St. Louis Limited and the Red Arrow. Even 
when no troop trains were moving, the con- 
course was almost as crowded, especially 
when parents came to see children off to 
camp, or when young people spilled off of 
the trains which had brought them home for 
the holidays. . |

tives. The thrill of travel touched even those 
who had to return to the midway when watch- 
in-hand conductors and gatemen sang out 
“All aboard!” But the hustle and bustle of 
porters and redcaps has gone.the way of 
such other urban glories as mounted police- 
men. And one of these days the call of “All 
aboard” will be silenced as-was the wonder- 
ful, musical sound of the locomotive whistle, 
singing the sometimes adventurous and some- 
times sad song of far-places.

Compounding a Conflict 

State Democratic Chairman John W. Ing- 
lish has few succumbed to poor judgment in 
triplicate. In addition to becoming a lobby- 
ist for the Missouri Good Roads Association, 
he has accepted employment by the United 
Optometrists of Missouri and the Missouri 
Pharmaceutical Association. 

Mr. Inglish says he turned down larger 
fees from other groups because he thought 
the legislation they sought was not in the 
public interest. Gov. Dalton, defending his 
choice for the state party post, says Mr. 
Inglish is a private citizen who can accept 
such employment. Both appear to misunder- 
stand the issue. 

A party chairman has no business becom- 
ing a hired lobbyist for anybody or anything. 
He is not in the same position as a private 
citizen. He is in a position of great political 
influence. He is in a position to affect public 
decisions. His positon is necessarily close to 
the chief executive and legislators. And when 
he permits himself to be employed as a lob- 
byist, he invites a suspicion that he has been 
employed for his political influence. 

When William M. Boyle Jr. was an influ- 
ential political figure during the Truman 
Administration, he was retained as counsel 
for the American Lithofold Corp. of St. Louis 
which later obtained a federal loan. Mr. 
Boyle directly assisted the firm before he 
became Democratic national chairman; never- 
theless, the suspicion that he had used politi- 
cal influence for private ends was enough. 
He resigned the party chairmanship under 
fire in 1951. 

C. Wesley Roberts was briefly Republican 
national chairman during the Eisenhower Ad- 
ministration. Then it was disclosed that he 
had accepted a fee for selling a hospital to 
the State of Kansas not long after he had 
been state G.O.P. chairman. Here again the 
conflict betwen personal and public interest 
occurred before acceptance of national party 
leadership, but the conflict alone was enough. 
Mr. Roberts resigned under fire in 1953. 

These cases occurred at the national and 
not the state level, but the fact does not make 
a particle of difference. Jefferson City has 
no more license to permit conflicts of.inter- 
est than Washington does. And Gov. Dalton, 
as champion of state conflict of interest leg- 
islation, ought to be as aware of that as 
anyone else. The Governor should ask Mr. 
Inglish to give up his lobby jobs or his party 
post. It would be simpler for Mr. Inglish 
to make the decision without being asked. 


Mr. Holloran’s Hint 


In a sense, it is too bad that Mark R. Hollo- 
ran has hinted he wijl withdraw as a candi- 
date for the Democratic nomination for 
Mayor. Even though party regulars generally 
take a dim view of opposing an incumbent 
with a good record, contests are salutary. 
They draw attention to the record, And 
Mayor Tucker hardly can be averse to such 
a challenge. 

Mr. Holloran, however, did not énhance his 
reputation by trying to give the impression 
that Mayor Tucker had persuaded him to 
withdraw. He said he had been approached 
by “a representative of my opponent” who 
turned out to be James E. Crowe, former 
city counselor and member of a speakers’ 
committee for the Mayor. Mr. Crowe says 
that in a casual conversation a few weeks ago 
he did suggest withdrawal might be in order, 
But Mayor Tucker and his campaign chair- 
man, Donald Gunn, deny that any such sug- 
gestion was made with their approval or 
knowledge. 

Mr. Holloran is not likely to find many 
takers for the implication that he was 
bought out of the race with the promise of 
a federal job. A full and sufficient reason 
for his withdrawal might well be that, so far, 
he has been indorsed by only one ward or- 
ganization, while Mayor Tucker has 13 in- 
dorsements and more to come. Mr. Holloran, 
in short, wants out, and we suppose his wish 
will have to be granted. 


Money for Hungry People 


Gov. Dalton, we hope, will reconsider the 
conclusion that he is “not ready at this time” 
to recommend adoption of legislation under 
which Missouri would assume its share of the 
cost of distributing federal surplus food in 
St. Louis and the counties of the state, Let 
him think for a moment of the impact of such 
“unreadiness” on a hungry man with a hun- 
gry family. 

The Governor said that he “wants to know 
first whether this is absolutely necessary, and 
whether the state will have the necessary 
additional revenues to take on this new ex- 
pense.” Surely the mounting figures on un- 
employment—and especially the growing 
number of those who have exhausted their 
unemployment benefits—put the seriousness 
of the situation beyond doubt. 

The figures have convinced both the Gov- 
ernment in Washington and City Hall. Offi- 
cials in a number of Missouri counties also 
have been convinced. President Kennedy, 
Mayor Tucker and various county officials, 
too, are faced by the problem of finding extra 
money for an unanticipated, unbudgeted ne- 
cessity.. Given the nature of that necessity 
—human hunger—they have slashed at red 
tape to make funds available. Surely the 
State of Missouri wjJ| do that, too.

Spectacular ac- 
complishments in space technology 
have enhanced the prestige of the 
Soviet Union, and we can all admire 
their achievements, But their expen- 
sive emphasis on space exploration 
will not be enough in the long pull to 
sustain an image of strength, 

This will only be accomplished by a 
balanced effort in science and tech- 
nology. True strength and lasting 
prestige will come from the richness, 
variety, and depth of a nation’s total 
program and from an outpouring of 
great discoveries and creative accom- 
plishments on a wide front by its scien- 
tists and engineers. 

In space exploration, as in all other 
fields that. we choose to go into, we 
must never be content to be second 
best, but this does not require. us to 
engage in a prestige race with the 
Soviets. We should pursue our own 
objectives in space science and ex- 
ploration and not let the Soviets choose 
them for us by our copying what 
they do. 

We should insist on a space program 
that is in balance with our. other vital 
endeavors in science and technology 
and that does not rob them because

However much they may cost, we 
may decide we must spend the money 
but we should make this decision with 
a clear understanding of the startling 
costs entailed. We should not permit 
ourselves to slide unwittingly past a 
point of no return. 

I do not oppose a man-in-space pro- 
gram. I ask that we give the public 
a better opportunity to understand and 
to debate the rate at which we pro- 
ceed. 


The American people must seek to 
determine whether we are now pro- 
ceeding too rapidly and whether we 
¢an manage the present program with- 
out weakening other important national 
programs, including defense. They 
must face up to the tough decision as 
to whether we can justify billions of 
dollars for man in space when our 
educational system is so inadequatley 
supported — whether our system of 
values assigns greater importance to 
this kind of exploratory activity or to 
the development of intellectual quality. 

Will several billion dollars a year 
additional for enhancing the quality of 
education not do more for the future 
of the United States and its position 
in the world than several billion dol- 
lars a year additional for man in 
space? The image of America may 
be shaped by the quality of its inner 
life more than by its exploits in outer 


space.

In 
those cases the burden was on the 
state to attack the publication; in this 
it is on the producer or distributor to 
seek permission, which may be reject- 
ed without cause.

We do not believe that any adminis- 
trative body should have the right 
thus to stop a publication or a film be- 
fore its appearance, Prior censorship 
leads too easily to the stultification of 
ideas. But absence of censorship does 
not imply absence. of. responsibility.

BERLIN, Feb. 18 (AP) — The | 


All-German Evangelical church 
urged Germans to give their at- 
tention to the expected revela- 
tions of the coming trial of 
Adolf Eichmann on charges of 
mass murder of Jews. 

The synod, or parliament, of 
the protest and denomination ac- 
cepted yesterday a declaration 
of attitude toward the Eichmann 
trial in Israel.

GRAHAM GREENE has specialized 
in novels of intrigue and novels of theo- 
logical import. “A  Burnt-Out Case” 
undoubtedly falls in the second category 
even though no thesis is obviously pre- 
sented. In fact, it may be better to think 
of this story as just an interesting recol- 
lection which the author has not analyzed 
deeply. However taken, it has memorable 
qualities and not the least of these is the 
contrast revealed befween a man’s pre- 
tensions and the deeper lying pressures 
that actually move him. 


The principal character Is an architect 
named Querry who disembarks from a 
small steamboat at a leper colony in 
The Congo, This is not his destination; 
it is merely the farthest point reached by 
the steamer. The Catholic priests who 
operate the mission and hospital make 
him welcome and when it develops that 
he has come to stay they accept him and 
give him small jobs to do. 

While on a trip to the nearest town to 
pick up supplies for the mission Querry 
encounters a planter and small factory 
owner named Rycker, and Rycker recog- 
nizes Querry as the man,-who designed 
a number of the world’s most famous 
churches. 

Rycker is delighted at meeting such a 
celebrity in this remote corner of the 
world and promises himself many hours 
of stimulating conversation. But Querry 
is exasperated at being found out and 
annoyed at Rycker, whom he would have 
disliked anywhere; because he correctly 
supposes that Rycker’s religious profes- 
sions are not matched by Christian charity. 


AFTER A WHILE Queery becomes 
an integral part of the Leproserie as the 
mission is called, and takes over the 
task of designing the new leper hospital. 
Most of the priests do not question his 
reasons for seeking refuge in the jungle. 
Others assume that he is either fleeing the 
law or is expiating sins of the flesh. 
Actually he is a man who is tired of 
pleasure that came too easily. He is a 
“burnt-out” case, an expression usually 
applied to lepers who have lost all append- 
ages—nose, ears, fingers and toes—before 
getting cured.

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ure has not made him a believer and he 
mildly resists the assumption. that he is 
seeking spiritual redemption. This belief 
is reinforced by his rescue of a cured but 
mutilated boy who gets lost in the forest. 
Even the atheistic Dr. Colin is inclined 
to credit Querry with motives of gener- 
osity if not unselfishness. 


These misunderstandings do not prevent

IF THE FOREGOING lines give 
the reader an uneasy feeling that they 
are not poetry but drivel, let him remain 
tranquil. They are drivel, from a colos- 
sal spoof by two good poets who, “‘genu- 
inely indignant at some of the new 
‘schools’ of poetry” that were sprigging 
up all over the lot around 1916—Vorticists, 
Futurists, Chorists and What-have-you- 
ists—set out “‘to render them patently 
ridiculous.” 


Once the idea for the hoax had hit 
them, Witter Bynner and Arthur Davison 
Ficke retired to the privacy of a hotel 
room in Moline, Ill., and with the aid of 
10 quarts of Scotch produced their 
“school,” their manifesto and a consider- 
able body of the “‘new poetry” in 10 days. 
The Spectrists would produce poems like 
light falling through a prism and evoking 
spectres which “should touch with a trem- 
ulqws vibrancy of ultimate fact the read- 
er’s sense of the immediate theme.” 

For this purpose, Bynner became 
Emanuel Morgan, a middle-aged painter 
with a square-cut beard who had been 
persuaded by his friend Remy de Gour- 
mont in Paris to turn to poesy. Ficke be- 
came Anne Knish, the name inspired by a 
Jewish pastry; born in Budapest, she was 
strikingly beautiful, excessively tempera- 
mental, volcanically emotional: a sort of 
super-charged ,Dorothy Parker. 


THE WORLD OF POETRY took 
them immediately to its bosom. Harriet 


Monroe, editor of Poetry, Chicago, praised 
and printed them, thus giving ‘“‘the seal 
of approval of the official organ of the 
American poetic renaissance.”’ William 
Marion Reedy, editor of Reedy’s Mirror, 
St. Louis, spoke of them glowingly and 
published their work. Edgar Lee Masters 
was effusive. They were lauded by Wil- 
liam Carlos Williams, Lloyd Morris and 
John Gould Fletcher. The New Republic 
called them ‘‘a new term to reckon with.” 

Amy Lowell, at whom their barbs were 
principally directed, recommended them. 
Mrs. Cyrus Hall McCormick and Mrs. 
Ralph Waldo Trine sponsored lectures on 
the new “‘school.’”” Forum magazine pub- 
lished an article by Knish and Morgan on 
this important new development. A. Re- 
publican. candidate for mayor of Newark, 
N.J., won election by devoting his cam- 
paign to readings from Morgan, Knish, 
and Walter Pater. 


There were dissenting voices. The Los 

Angeles Graphic dismissed Spectrism as 
“gibberish,” the St. Louis Post-Dispatch 
said ‘‘the stuff does not seem to be 
poetic.” But Spectrism flourished for 
something onto a year. When the hoax 
was finally disclosed, Miss Monroe banged 
the doors of Poetry angrily shut. Miss 
Lowell turned from recommendation to 
indignation. 
ONE OF THE ODDEST aspects of 
it all was that the hoax was, in a way, on 
the hoaxers. Looking back on their pro- 
ductions as Morgan and Knish, they were 
bound to admit that along with the drivel 
was a lot of the best poetry they had ever 
written—and it had received twice the at- 
tention their work had ever enjoyed be- 
fore. Their spectral selves continued to 
influence their work from then on, and for 
the better. Mr. Smith, Poet in Residence 
at Williams College, appends a liberal 
selection from the poems to his fascinating 
account of ‘‘The Spectra Hoax,”’ and much 
of it is genuinely rewarding as poetry,

AS A STORY of sympathetically por- 
trayed human beings in a situation that 
forces various aspects of their characters 
to the surface, “A Burnt-Out Case” 
has the obvious merit that goes with a 
distinguished literary style. It could not 
be so engaging, however, if its surface 
aspects contained the whole of its meaning. 

It is quite evident, for instance, that 
Querry is much more complicated than 
he claims to be, and one may suspect 
that the priests understand him better 
than he does himself. To have found 
peace at the Leproserie suggests that he 
has, in a sense, been redeemed through 
good works. His own insistence that he 
is still thinking about nobody but himself 
can be true only in a strictly limited 
sense. 

By contrast Rycker, who professes that 
his only satisfaction in life is grounded 
in his religious faith, is obviously self- 
centered and mean spirited. His .faith, 
he seems to believe, makes it unnecessary 
for him to be kind to his wife. 

In the community of priests and nuns 
nobody is given much to theological hair- 
splitting. They are too busy assuaging 
the miseries of the flesh to speculate on 
the loose marital relations that prevail 
among the natives. 


IT IS SIGNIFICANT, perhaps, that 
the characters with the most boldly as- 
serted piety are the least sympathetic 
as described by the author. Whether this 
means that faith is no good without 
charity and human fellowship is for the 
reader to decide. It is also possible to 
believe that the author credits both 
Querry and Dr. Colin with being religious 
men in a sense not ordinarily understood, 


These possible meanings, however, are 
thrown off in passing, but together with 
other implications found all through the 
novel, they establish the psychological at- 
mosphere through which the story. moves.

LESLIE FIEDLER tells us pref- 
atorily that he winces when his work is 
called brilliant — a statement which is 
enough to make a reader wince, particu- 
larly after he has noted the title of this 
book, originally a statement applied to 
Hawthorne by Melville. Nevertheless, be- 
yond these bad beginnings the book is a 
lively and challenging one, and the read- 
er soon finds that Fiedler is not always 
crying ‘‘No!”"—his values include some 
vigorous affirmatives. 

He provides an interesting essay on the 
Leopold-Loeb case across the years and, 
not unconnected with this, one on ‘The 
Negro and the Jew: Encounter in Amer- 
ica.”””.

Companion Book 
to “Timberline”

THIRTY-THREE YEARS AGO, not long as you look 
back over your shoulder but still quite a spell, Gene Fowler 
wrote ‘‘Timberline,” a cracking good book centered in part 
on the Denver Post wheré he had worked as a young reporter. 
Now he comes forward with this companion book, ‘‘Skyline,” 
involving his years as a reporter for the Hearst papers in 
New York in the 1920s. 

Some of the old Fowler punch is still there. He spins one 
newspaper tale after another of the kind that reporters and 
editors like to bend each others’ ears with between editions. 
The stories are lusty and many of them will probably interest 
a wide. readership outside the newspaper world. Others will be 
read with particular interest by newspaper men: Fowler’s effort, 
for example, to keep off the New York American copy desk, 
headed at the time by an icy character named Capt. Marryat, 
“who spoke with quiet irony of the illiteracy existing not only 
among readers of Hearst papers, but also among Hearst 
reporters.” . 

Drafted to the desk in an emergency, Fowler broke one pencil 
point after another, almost stabbed the man in the next chair 
with a pair of shears, ruined some A.P, flimsy while trying to 
make an eraser correction, upset a glue pot and then, as a last 
straw, finally delivered himself of a two-column head “that was 
so fat you couldn’t jam it into the mouth of a Civil War cannon.”

Fowler to one side. ‘You may safely confide in,me,” he told 
Fowler with an emotion he could only partly conceal. ‘Have 
you ever, until today, held a pencil and a sheet of paper in 
your hand?

FREDERIC REMING- 
TON, painter of the West, is 
familiar to almost everybody; 
Frederic Remington, writer 
about the West, is likely to be 
a comparative stranger. The 
first of these two books is a 
re-introduction of Remington, 
the writer, in a collection of 
his accounts of life on the 
northern plains and the South- 
west, gleaned from interviews 
with scouts, soldiers, Indians 
and ranchers, with experiences 
of his own, 


A career in journalism was 
Remington’s first ambition. By 
the time he entered Yale, he 
had décided to study art, but 
got sidetracked into boxing 
and football, After two years, 
he left Yale to go adventuring 
in the West. 


In 1888, at the age of 27, 
he was commissioned by Cen- 


tury magazine to make a series 
of documentary pictures of In- 
dians of the Southwest, and to 
write articles to go with them, 
His literary output in the next 
several years was almost as 
voluminous as his art, and it 
shows the same quick grasp 
of the story-telling essence, 
His soundness as a documen- 
tarian was impressive in both 
fields. 

Besides articles and short 
stories, Remington wrote two 
novels. His “John Ermine of 
the Yellowstone’ was produced 
as a play that had a long suc- 
cess on the road after seasons 
in Chicago and New York, 
Meantime, in addition to exe- 
cuting paintings and sculp- 
tures, he illustrated more than 
360 books, Remington died at 
48, without having written an 
autobiography. 


Harold McCracken, the edi- 
tor of these articles, owns the 
largest collection of Remington 
material in existence, and is 
director of the Gertrude Van- 
derbilt Whitney Museum of 
Western Art, at Cody, Wyo., 
which has a Remington wing. 


‘*FROM GRASS TO 
FENCES’’ was sponsored 
by the Montana Stockgrowers 
Association as its own history, 
but the book is more than that, 


It is the story of cows and 
cow people in the Northwest, 
from fur-trading days to the 
present, illustrated with early 
photographs and with drawings 
and paintings by Charles M. 
Russell, St. Louts-born and, 
like Remington, a foremost 
painter of the West. 

The Montana cattle business 
began when traffic along the 
Oregon trail reached such vol- 
ume that grass ran short for 
work steers that pulled the 
wagons. Some of the moun- 
tain men traded horses and 
furs for the played-out cattle, 
fed them in upland pastures 
and swapped them to other 
travelers the next season— 
“one active, fat steer for two 
thin, trail-weary critters.” 

From the herds built through 
these transactions and aug- 
mented by other breeding 
stock, the Montana ranchers 
supplied meat to forts, rail- 
road camps and mine fields, 
There is much about the cow- 
boy, the development of ranch- 
ing as a big business, and the 
change from free-for-all graz- 
ing to land-use programs. In 
his abundance of documenta- 
tion, the author, a native Mon- 
tana writer and poet, always 
keeps contact with both the 
earthiness and the grandeur 
of his theme, 


Our Last King: George Ill 


GEORGE Ill. The Story of a 
Complex Man, by J. C.

BIOGRAPHER S can 
reach deeper understanding of 
George IIl’s character but 
there is no reversing, or even 
substantial modification, of 
history’s verdict upon him, 
Even with all the sympathy 


one can muster for him, even ' 


giving him full marks for hon- 
esty and good intentions, the 
result is the same: His reign 
was. a disastrous failure, both 
for himself and the empire he 
ruled. The loss of the Ameri- 
can colonies remains its chief, 
and almost its only, epitaph. 

However, for the English 
historian, the chief interest of 
his reign has always centered 
on its constitutional impor- 
tance: He proved that the as- 
sertion of royal power was 
forever out of date, that there 
was to be no turning back from 
the constitutional road which 
Britain had taken with the 
Revolution of 1688, the end of 
which could only be democ- 
racy. George’s attempt to hold 
back the tide merely produced 
his worst failures. 

But one can still readily feel 
sympathy for him. His up- 
bringing and preparation for 
his job were the worst pos- 
sible. His German mother, 
the Princess Augusta, was de- 
termined that he should be a

real king, but her idea of what 
a real king should be was far 
removed from English political 
reality, and while George, only 
22 when he came to the throne, 
tried conscientiously to fulfill 
her ambition, he never came 
intelligently to grips with the 
problem. 

Instead of aiming at a state- 
craft of a level like William 
IIl’s, he became nothing more 
than a politician, of the lesser 
variety which seeks to manip- 
ulate men instead of framing 
wise policies. As he had to 
work through ministers and 
his ministers had to have the 
support of the House of Com- 
mons, the system of govern- 
ment remained what it was, 
one of wholesale jobbery and 
corruption personally adminis- 
tered now, however, by the 
king and his friends. What 
could be better calculated to 
bring»monarchy into contempt? 


GEORGE’S EVIL genius, 
who more than any other 
ruined what fair promise the 
reign had, was his tutor, the 
Earl of Bute. For Bute, with 
ambitions of his own, success- 
fully: poisoned the mind of 
George against any leaders in 
government who might in the 
future have a greater influ- 
ence than Bute’s own. As these 
included the one outstanding 
statesman of the age, William 
Pitt, the result could only be 
disastrous.

Modern Sculpture, Painting and In-Between Works at Steinberg 


By GEORGE McCUE 


THE BOUNDARIES between paint- 


ing and sculpture have been 
crumbling away in recent years. 
Sculptors have shown 
terest in surface effects of light and 
shadow, and an interest in color—natural 
stone colors, and the color finishes of 
polished, patinated and rusted metal. 


Painters, on the other hand, have been 
prospecting in the third dimension. First, 
their surfaces became thick and buttery. 
Then bits of paper and fabric were ap- 
plied, in Cubist collages, to establish new 
physical planes in what had been a flat, 
unbroken surface. Then all sorts of non- 
paint materials began finding their way 
into paintings, adhering to the surface, 
projecting from it and cutting through it. 
Modern paint, moreover, can be used as 
a sculptural material, for it can be 
troweled on like stucco, and incised, 
carved and undercut, with effects ranging 
from intaglio to high relief. 

The exhibition, ‘‘New Spanish Painting 
and Sculpture,”’ which will be on view at 
Steinberg Hall, Washington University, 
through March 16, exemplifies still an- 
other quality of sculptural painting—the 
subordination of color to occasional ac- 
cents, or its elimination altogether. Much 
of the work is in black and white. 

In many respects, this show appears 
to reflect a point of view which argues 
that the means of sculpture and painting 
may be freely borrowed back and forth, 
and that the designation of a work as one 
medium or the other is merely to indicate 
something as to the kind of material used 
in it. 

THE SPANISH SHOW was organ- 
ized by the Museum of Modern.Art, New 
York, and is now on a tour of American

Frank O'Hara, who wrote the introduc- 
tion to the Museum of Modern Art cata- 
logue, mentions that Millares’s works 
have “‘taken on the aspect of ceremonial 
vestiges, particularly of the bull ring,” 
and i. ~ torn padding of the horses under 
the bull’s attack.”’ 

These and other paintings often seem 

to bear the marks of heated encounter 
between the artist and his work, which 
leaves the canvas stained and mutilated. 
Sometimes the painting wins, and some- 
times it loses. The spectator’s capacity 
for “experiencing” the works may deter- 
mine his reactions to the show. It poses 
some questions as to where experience 
leaves off and a groping for visual nov- 
elty begins. 
THE SCULPTURES are, on 
whole, more restrained and less involved 
with exaggeratedly chic mannerisms 
Eduardo Chillida’s ‘‘Sentinel” is a simple 
totemic bronze shaft, his ‘‘From the Hori- 
zon” a forceful calligraphy in iron. Mar- 
tin Chirino’s ‘“‘Root, Number 3" has a Vil: 
lage-blacksmith honesty about it. 

Two big works by Pablo Serrano in 
welded scrap iron, rusty and pitted, have 
busy arabesques of curved small pieces 
that strike one as being not so much 
sculpture as brush strokes. Iron brush 
strokes! Other works that hover in the no- 
man’s land between painting and sculpture 
are Manuel Rivera's spider-web construc- 
tions of brass wire and screen patches of 
Various colors and meshes, and the ‘‘wood 
paintings” by Lucio Munoz, in which com- 
position board panels are deeply poured 
and painted in dark earth tones. The 
space here is not the illusionist space of 
the painter but a space created by remov- 
ing material. That doesn’t keep it from 
being quite handsome. 

There is not much point in demanding 
that an artist look up ‘“‘sculpture”’ and 
“painting” in the dictionary, and then 
limiting himself accordingly. If we did, he 
might remind us that the Greeks started 
blurring the distinction by painting their 
marble goddesses, and he might remark, 
with proper apthority, that the artist de- 
termines and the dictionary defines. 

In the Spanish show, however, the de- 
terminations are outnumbered by the 
gesticulations, and the sober spirit of 
inquiry is smothered under the hodge- 
podge of material, It is material used, by 
and large, for the quick, flashy effect, and 
in some of the works it is material floridly 
substituted for art.

Symphony's Perennial Crisis 


Increased Attendance Most Direct Way 


By THOMAS B. SHERMAN 


IN THE WINTER of 1927 the St. 
Louis Symphony Orchestra had exhausted 
its funds and was about to suspend activi- 
ties when a civic-minded woman, Mrs. 
John Fowler, came forward with a $50,000 
gift. As is now generally known through- 
out the musical community the Symphony 
Society is again in a somewhat similar 
situation; it must clear up the deficit 
incurred in the present season, which was 
not sufficiently underwritten when the 
season started, before making plans for 
1961-62. 

As many crises have arisen.in the in- 
terim it can be said quite truthfully that 
the symphony is a perpetual ‘‘cliff- 
hanger.” After its survival of many dan- 
gerous plights, one may assume that it 
will be rescued again, though if too many 
persons take this for granted, the end may 
come before the gravity of the peril is 
realized. 


Is this what happens with other sym- 
phony orchestras? Does a yearly fight 
have to be made in other cities to elicit 
not-quite-enough from those whose interest 
in music burns at something less than 
fever heat? Undoubtedly it does in many 
places, but in others symphonic music has 
been stabilized for years. In the largest 
cities — Boston, New York, Philadelphia 
and Chicago—endowment funds and a de- 
pendable body of supporters, who periodi- 
cally give way to others equally dedicated, 
keep the orchestras free from jeopardy. 


IN CITIES not so large security is 
almost as great. The Rochestet Symphony 
Orchestra derives funds from the Eastman 
Foundation, the Cleveland Orchestra owns 
its own hall and has an endowment fund 
of more than $5,000,000, the San Francisco 
Orchestra receives a large donation fzom 
the city in exchange for a series of con- 
certs. In Louisville the orchestra ob- 
tained a grant from the Rockefeller 
Foundation which it used to commission 
and play works by living composers. 
Lately it has been granted $100,000 a year 
by Kentucky with which to carry out a 
music education program throughout the 
State, including the rural areas. The 
Baltimore Symphony Orchestra has been 


given a grant by the Ford Foundation for 


which it will serve as a training orchestra 
for young conductors, 


The group that must bear most of the 


mervous strain caused by the unstable 
condition in St. Louis is the orchestra 
‘personnel. The musicians are not well 
paid; they have no security. Next in 
anxiety are the directors of the society, 
particularly those who are directly con- 
cerned with the problems and decisions 
of raanagement. In view of the long 
history of frustration that has beset the 
‘St. Louis Orchestra it is a wonder that 
‘ anybody is willing to take executive posts, 


sons have worked at raising money and 
providing guidance for the manager and 
the conductor. As a result of their efforts 
the orchestra has survived and that’s 
about all, Its relative prestige in the 
nation has declined and in our own com- 
munity the public support at the box office 
has been fickle., In other words the board 
members have worked hard without en- 
joying the sensation of being associated 
with success. 

IN THESE. CIRCUMSTANCES 
it may be gratuitously ungrateful to make 
unfavorable comparisons with operations 
in othe® cities. If the is to be 
discussed at all, however. deficiencies 
must be mentioned but with full knowledge 
of the fact that nobody in particular is 
to blame. 


Many factors must be considered: The 
location of the concert hall, the parking 
problem, persistence of the erroneous be- 
lief that the symphony is operated as an 
adjunct to smart society, whatever that is, 
and the fact that the orchestra never has 
had a really outstanding conductor as a 
permanent head. ‘‘Outstanding”’ in this 
context means not only high musical com- 
petence but personal magnetism that af- 
fects the players and the public in ways 
that are not easily found or defined. 


I do not suggest that the symphony 
concerts have been consistently mediocre. 
On the contrary, they have offered good 
value to the subscribers and along with 
it a selection of the best soloists in the 
world; St, Louisans are bargain hunters 
in matters of this sort and they want the 
best at a discount. What the generality 
of music lovers does not seem to realize 
is that consistent and strong support at 
the box office is the most direct way of 
bringing about an improvement in the 
orchestra’s performance. 


Large audiences not only add directly 
to the orchestra’s revenue but put it in 
& better position, as well, to seek the 
larger funds needed to meet the annual 
deficit. Many industrial concerns, I am 
told, regulate the size of their gifts by 
the attendance figures. There is logic 
in this position. The contributor says in 
effect: “Why should we give large subsi- 
dies to an organization that satisfies no 
great public need or demand?” 
THE ANSWER IS that the demand 
does exist, or rather that there is a public 
for music in St. Louis and that it com- 
pares favorably with that of-any city. 
Such a public is affected by the atmos- 
phere of, non-success that hangs over 
many concerts, but it would conte alive

and grow avid rapidly at the first signs 


of sustained success. 


This js not a justifiable attitude on the 


part of music lovers, the ones who would 
feel genuinely deprived if the orchestra" 
were forced to suspend. They should not

because it is not glamorized. But such 
is human nature in the face of benefits 
that are easily procured, So perhaps a 
crash program is indicated to convince 
the individual ticket holders that their 
consistent and uniform support is essen- 
tial to bring other kinds of support. If 
an audience of 5000 attended the subscrip- 
tion pair of concerts regularly it would 
give the Board of Directors a much more 
powerful leverage in prying money loose— 
a crude figure of speech but fairly accu- 
rate—for the maintenance fund. 

Those who insist that a magnetic con- 
ductor will be needed to provoke sustained 
enthusiasm and build an audience of 5000 
may be right. It is too bad‘that any con- 
siderations other than definite and palpa- 
ble artistic merit should enter into the 
problem of improving the orchestra’s situ- 
ation. It should be enough that good music 
is soundly presented. After a period of 
success this ideal might be reached. But 
as matters stand extra voltage is needed 
to galvanize the public, and the quickest 
way of getting this is through a magnetic 
conductor. 

A number of promising candidates will 
be on exhibit next season and perhaps 
some potential Toscanini or Stokowski 
may be among them. 

MEANWHILE there is no reason why 
the orchestral board should overlook other 
measures that have been helpful else- 
where. As reported, several orchestras 
have obtained grants from foundations for 
special programs. One or two have in- 
duced industrial organizations to endow 
‘“‘chairs” in the orchestra, that is to say, 
a given business firm agrees to pay 


the salary of an orchestra member for — 


a stated period, a gift duly publicized. 

In Los Angeles the orchestra manage- 
ment operates a ‘‘stub club” for students. 
Any student attending a concert may use 


_his ticket stubs as a means of. admission 


to a lounge near the auditorium where 
coffee and cakes are served. Many stu- 
dents gather there after evening concerts 
to talk, see their friends and make new 
ones, Then there are the Boston ‘‘Pops,”’ 
where light music is played and refresh- 
ments are available. The “Beer and 
Pretzels” concert given here recently drew 
6000 people and will be tried again. 

A compendium of the various devices 
used over the country can be had for the 
asking and the personnel of the orchestra 
has served notice of its eagerness to help 
in any kind of project. The symphony 
executives must wipe out the existing 
deficit before concentrating on the arduous 
business of raising the maintenance fund. 
Assuming that the cliff-hanger will be 
rescued again before plunging into the 
abyss, a broader project organized with 
care and with many kinds of fund-raising

to serve as two gyms, and rooms 
for smaller children.

One nursery room can be divided 
into two rooms by folding parti- 
tion that is practically sound- 
proof. These rooms also are 
equipped with folding cots that 
may be stored away in wall 
closets when not in use, and

equipment. Nursery rooms open 
onto a fenced playground. 

Clubrooms for older children 
nd for teen-age boys and girls 
also may be divided, to accomo- 
date more, smaller groups at 
one time. There is a game room 
for teen-agers, including a place 
to play table tennis, scuffleboard, 
etc., and a craft room. Adults 
also make use of the property. 

There are offices for the cen- 
ters, for various youth camp 
Organizations, for the physical 
education. program. The youth 
clubrooms are equipped with a 
small snack kitchen; and another 
kitchen serves as a domestic- 
Science teaching laboratory and 
as a service unit for the nursery. 
Working mothers will be able 
to leave pre-school children at 
the Yalem branch during their 
working hours. —

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Spring Garden Cleanup 
Can Be Started Now 


By ELEANOR B. McCLURE 
Post-Dispatch Garden Writer. 

It isn’t rushing the season to 
start some garden chores in Feb- 
ruary. On the contrary, this late 
winter clean-up—which includes 
pruning and the application of 
dormant spravs—is the first step 
toward that well-groomed look. 

Besides, at this season we often 
enjoy a few balmy days, when it 
is pleasant to work outside. The 
job of raking the leaves isn’t too 
demanding to keep us from ob- 
serving some harbingers of 
spring, like the fat new buds on 
shrubs and trees and the first 
green spears of snowdrops and 
crocuses, 

Moreover, the “clean-up” 
doesn’t mean that every remnant 
of last season’s growth must be 
raked up and hauled away. 
Where possible, it is much better 
to follow Nature’s own system 
and let the old leaves turn into 
compost right on the plant bed, 
Lawns may need some raking to 


clear away leaf piles, bits of 


brush and litter, but there is no 
need to curry-comb the entire 
aréa., Remnants of dead grass 
serve as a mulch and add some 
organic matter to the soil. 
Before the clean-up is started, 


it might be a good idda to check 
the entire planting and list the 
things that must be done. The 
mure urgent tasks can then be 
completed as rapidly as time and 
weather permit. 


Clean Near House. 


The late winter schedule might 
include many tasks, Let's list 
some of them. 

Foundation planting: 

Since this area should have a 
spruced-up look, practically all 
of the leaves should be raked 
away. Chances are that the 
evergreens need a light pruning 
or shearing to get them into 
better form. 

Ground-cover plants will need 
special attention. If they are 
just struggling to become estab- 
lished, the longer vines can be 


pinned down, to cover bare spots.. 


Old plantings of ivy and euohy- 
mus sould be ‘“‘combed” with a 
leaf rake. The long vines* should 
be clipped short, to induce 
branching, and should be trimmed 
along walks. 

By severely pruning euonymus 
vines (and thus reducing stem 
and leaf areas), it is easier to 
control the destructive euonymus

| scale, a pest that looks like snip- 
pets of thréad on the stems and 
'under the ‘surfaces of the leaves. 
Such pruning greatly improves 
the effectiveness of the dormant 
oil spray, -for droplets of the 
spray must hit every one of these 
minute insects if the job is to 
succeed. 


The oil spray should be used | 


before the new leaves unfurl. 


It is best applied on a sunny, | 
warmish day (55 degrees or high- 


er). Such conditions encourage 
fairly rapid evaporation of the 
oil, so that it will not damage 
-| plant tissues. Avoid hitting ever- 
| m| greens with this spray. 

Work on Lawn. 


At this season both evergreens 
and ground-cover plants can be 
fed with a balanced chemical 
fertilizer, applied at the rate of 
four pounds per 100 square feet. 


If there are acid-loving plants | 
Pieris | 


(rhododendrons, azaleas, 
japonica, and the like), a special | 
azalea-camellia fertilizer must be | 
used. 

A final step is to edge the beds | 
andyulch them with some or- 
ganic waste, such as leaf com- 
post, sawdust, buckwheat hulls, 
| peach hulls, or a very light layer 
of peat moss. 

_ Lawn areas: | 

Bare spots should be raked | 
enough to loosén the soil and | 
then reseeded. Established areas | 
should be cleared of debris. | 
Chances are that a reasonably 
good stand of grass will benefit 
more from feeding than from re- 

seeding. 

A balanced chemical fertilizer | 
can be applied at the rate of 
two pounds per 100 square feet. 
If a crabgrass killer is to be 
used; it is best to feed with a 
‘fertilizer low in phosphorus— 
| possibly a 10-64 formula. Most 
‘of the crabgrass killers should 
be applied as soon as possible, | 
| for they inhibit the sprouting of | 
| seed but are not effective against 
the young seedlings. 

Shrub borders: 

A one- to four-inch layer of 
leaves may be left on the bed. 


|For better grooming, the bed | 


should be edged. Any soil that 
is removed can be scattered over 


them in place and speeding de- 
composition. Feeding the shrubs 
will also help to turn the leaves 
into compost. The chemical fer- 
tilizer can just be Scattered on | 
top of the leaves. 

Deciduous shrubs can be 
pruned now, although this may | 
sacrifice some bloom. Broken 
branches should be cut back, and 
all dead wood removed. Old, 
leggy shrubs will benefit from | 
“renewal pruning” — which | 


means that about a third of the | 


oldest branches should be cut off 
at the ground, 
Make Check-up. 

Pruning of top growth will 
mean loss of bloom for for- 
sythias, lilacs, philadelphus and 
others that flower in the spring. 
This shaping might be deferred 
until after their flowering season 
is past. 

Summer flowering shrubs can 


be pruned severely at this sea- | 


son. Branch tips of hydrangeas | 
and altheas (Rose of Sharon) | 
| Should be cut back about a third | 
to produce larger blooms. Shrubs | 
like caryopteris, buddleias, vitex 
and crape-myrtle will have bet- |

Trees should be given a health | 
check at this season. Dead 
branches and stubs should be 
removed. Guy wires and cables 
should be taut, without cutting 
the bark. Any loose strips of 
bark should be cut off smoothly. 
Large wounds on the trunk or 
branches should be protected | 
with tree paint. Unhealed areas 
that have been treated previous- | 
ly may need to be painted again. 

The ‘‘architecture’’ of a small | 
tree often can be improved by | 
corrective pruning. When there | 
is a weak V-crotch, it may be | 


| possible to cut off one branch, 


leaving the sturdier one. 

A branch that rubs other 
branches, or is headed the wrong 
way, should be cut off close to 
the trunk or branch from which 
it originates. Suckers from the 
roots should be removed (unless 
it is desirable to have a multiple 
trunk tree, to give a clump ef- 
fect). Water whips (the straight, 
long branches that shoot up ina 
single season) should be re- 
moved, or at least thinned. It 
may also be desirable to head 
the three higher but cutting off 
some of the. lower branches. It | 
is best to do this when the tree | 
is young. 

Job for Arborist. | 

Pruning of large trees is best 
left to a professional arborist. It 
is often necessary to remove 
hazardous branches that hang | 
over walks or drives, or possibly | 
the roof of the house. Sometimes | 
it is desirable to remove some | 
of the lower branches to admit |

About a Good Skate 


If you see a gray-templed 
man skating on concrete, 
don’t call Arsenal street. It'll

That was the first year the 
Skates were held at The Arena, 
Ottsen recalled.

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Eddie Rudolph, U. 
Set U.S. 
Record in 
Olympics

Ed Rudolph, sensational 19- 
year-old who recently won the 
National Outdoor title, has filed 
tis entry for the St. Louis Silver 
Skates Cernival, it was an- 
nounced last night. | 

Rudolph, who lives in the Chi- | 
cago suburb of Northbrook, will 
head a long out-of-town field at 
The Arena on Sunday afternoon, 
March 5. The ice-skating meet 
again is being sponsored by the 
Post-Dispatch in conjunction 
with the Missouri Skating Asso- 
ciation. 

Hailed by Lamar Ottsen as one 
of the best young prospects ever 
developed in the United States, 
Rudolph impressed European 
observers at the 1960 Olympic | 
Games. 

In the final Squaw Valley | 
trials, Rudolph skated the 1500 | 

meters in 2 minutes, 13.5 sec- | 
onds, faster than any American | 
had raced. His time of 40.8 sec- 
onds for the 500 meters in the 
same trials was the second fast- 
est by an American. | 

“Rudolph is one of those.) 
rarities,” said Ottsen, former_| 
star skater who is recognized as | 
a top expert on the sport. ‘‘He’s | 
like’ the great Leo Freisinger in | 
that he is a triple threat.

Philadelphia, whose Norm Van 
Brocklin was the main bombar- 
dier, took the team title. The 
Eagles completed 177 of 331 at- 
tempts, gained 2816 yards, 
scored on 29 passes, completed 
53.5 per cent, had only 6 per 
cent intercepted, and averaged 
a league high of 8.51 yards a 
pass. 

In comparison, the Cardinals 
completed 126 of 285, gained 
1811 yards, scored on 20 throws, 
had a league low of 44.2 per 
cent completed, had 8.8 per 
cent intercepted, and averaged 
6.35 yards per pass 

The Cards may hope this pic- 
ture will change next season 
when their newly acquired Ca- 
nadian League star, Sam Etche- 
verry, tries his stuff in the 
N.F.L. 

Cleveland’s Milt Plum cap- 
tured the individual pass throw- 
ing title in his fourth Season as 
a quarterback. The Brown's 
Plum was first in per cent com- 
pleted (60.4), had the smallest 
percentage intercepted (2.0) and 
the top average gain (9.19 
yards) 

Van Brocklin, who led the 
Eagles to the championship be- 
fore retiring to coach the Minne- 
sota Vikings, ranked second in 
the passing statistics. He wasn’t 
high in any category but he 
played a big part in the Eagles’ 
success.

The London Daily Sketch asked this question of its readers

Return That Book--Or Else! 


New Jersey Librarian Applauded Here After Arrests of Overdue Borrowers

THE STORY which came out 
of East Orange, N.J., 10 days 
ago shook careless book bor- 
rowers to their foundations, but 
it brought a ray of hope to many 
a harassed librarian. 


In a sudden and unprecedented 
action, police rounded up l4 
citizens of East Orange and 
hustled them off to headquar- 
ters. Their crime: failure to re- 
turn long overdue books to the 
public library. 

That anguished cry, “You 
can’t DO this to me!" rang loud 
and clear on the New Jersey 
night air. The Civil Liberties 
Union agreed, saying it smacked 
of the police state. But the po 
lice and the library did it any- 
way. 

Last September, at the instiga- 
tion of Librarian Harold L. 
Roth who was weary of pro- 
crastinating book borrowers, 
East Orange passed an or- 
dinance calling for fines up to 
$300 and 30 days in‘ jail for 
persons who failed to bring back 
books. 


“It seems a little drastic,” 
said Louis M. Nourse, director 
of the St. Louis Public Library, 
but it seemed to me that his 
tone and expression belied his 
words. I’m sure I detected a 
note of glee in his voice and a 
gleam of satisfaction in his eye. 
At long last, the enemy had 
received his come-uppance. 


The problem of getting back 
overdue books has come down 
through the ages and it is not 
only still with us, but bigger 
than ever, Nourse explained, be- 
cause libraries are bigger. Last 
year the St. Louis Public Li- 
brary issued 2,919,692 books. Of 
that number nearly 4000 books 
have not been recovered, and 
at this point probably won’t be. 

When a book first becomes 
overdue, the borrower is re- 
minded by telephone. This 
brought down the number of 
19,968 overdue to 7684. Then let- 
ters were sent out which, last 
year, reduced the number~to 
6094. As a final resort a mes- 
senger—a euphemistic term for 
a book chaser—was sent out. He 
recovered 3110 books, leaving 
3884 books unaccounted for. 

When the messenger fails to 
recover them, said Miss Jose- 
phine Gulick, chief of the regis- 
tration department, chances are 
they will never be seen again. 


In St. Louis, as in nearly 
every large city in the coun- 
try, it is against the law to 
fail to return a library book. 
The law says that any person 
who neglects to return books 
within two weeks after having 
been given notice is guilty of 
a misdemeanor and on convic- 
tion shall be punished by a 
fine of not less than $1 and not 
more than $10. 

The law further provides 
that anyone who sneaks a book 
out of the library without 
checking it out is subject to a 
fine of not less than $1 and 
not more than $500. 


Apparently, Nourse pointed 
out, there are a lot of people 
who want to read but don’t have 
a library card. Last year 500 
books which had been sneaked 
out of the library were sneaked 
back in again. There is no way 
to tell how many that were 
sneaked out never- came back. 

“Those 500 could be 10 per 
cent, or 90 per cent,”’ Nourse 
said. ‘There’s no way of telling.”$ 
Inventories are a long and ex- 
pensive job. Even if you kept at 
it all the time, it would be all 
but impossible to keep up with 
nearly a million books. 

What is there about books that 
seems. to make them exempt 
from many persons code of 
ethics? Whether the book is 
borrowed from a friend or from 
the library, it is the same story, 
said Stewart W. Smith, director 
of the St. Louis County Library. 
“Is it,” he asks, ‘‘some peculiar 
quirk of human nature that per- 
sons scrupulously honest in all 
areas — ministers, bankers, po- 
licemen, teachers — who would 
not borrow a postage stamp 
without conscientiously _return- 
ing it, have no such carryover 
of conscience when it comes to 
books?” Nobody knows the 
answer, 

Except for those people who 
actually steal. books from the 
library and carry them out un- 
der the coats, most borrowers 
honestly intend to return them, 
Nourse believes. That, perhaps, 
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Sample card sent to overdue borrowers by County Library. 
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is why librarians, with the ex- 
ception of Mr. Roth in East 
Orange, have rarely set the law 
on them. 

But since the St. Louis Public 
Library has lost 45,000 books in 
the past 10 years, it might be 
worth trying, Nourse said specu- 
latively, because the news of 
what happened in East Orange 
certainly had a salutary effect 
in St. Louis. 

“The very next day,’’ Nourse 
reported, ‘“‘there was almost a 
surge of book returning, books 
that were long overdue. And it 
went on for several days.’’ 


In the meantime, libraries 
have tried everything, from 
threats to humor. In its followup 
letters, the St. Louis Public Li- 
brary, as a last resort, cites the 
St. Louis city ordinance. 


The County Library, on the 
other hand, has turned to 
whimsy. Or, as they explain 
it, firmness can sometimes be 
best achieved with overtones 
of understanding good humor. 


Toward this ‘end, Director 
Smith has come up with a series 
of postcards designed to amuse 
as well as jog the memory. One 
depicts a woman frantically 
digging into an attic trunk, with 
the caption, “Must be around 
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MRS. VIVIAN MEIER 


somewhere.’ This is followed by 
a‘ notation of the name of the 
book, the author and ‘the date it 
was due. Still another shows an 
alarm clock buzzing in the ear 
of a sleeping man, with the cap- 
tion, “‘A gentle reminder.”’ 
Sometimes the reaction takes 
an unexpected turn. In response 
to this card a woman called to 
protest indignantly the subtle in- 
sinuation that she was lazy. 
Then there is a card which 
shows an Indian scanning 
the horizon and the notation, 
“Long Time No See.” The li- 
brary got a card in return with 
a picture of an Indian looking in 
the other direction and the note: 
“Maybe YOU look in wrong di- 
rection. Book, him already back.” 
Such it turned out, was the case,

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And along these there 
was the controversy with a boy 
who insisted that he had never 
borrowed a book called “Augusta 
sees A Squirrel.”” It turned out 
that some one making out over- 
due cards from information 
spoken into a dictating machine, 
had misunderstood. The name of 
the book was “Augustus Caesar's 
World.” 

On the whole, however, Stew- 
art reports, the whimsical cards 
have been effective. The liirar- 
ian, who constantly asks himself, 
“How tough can you get with 
people?” is walking a tight rope, 
Stewart says. A library can’t 
proceed like a hard-boiled collec- 
tion agency, he explains. Yet a 
lot of money is involved. Not 
only are the books lost and out of 
circulation but the cost of replac- 
ing them makes it difficult if not 
impossible to add new books 
to the library’s shelves. 

As a last resort the county li- 
brary, like the city library, sends 
out a messenger or. book 
lector. It has been said that 
people are funny. You never 
know how funny people are until 
you've worked for a library, 
messengers tell you 

sometimes, says William Watts 
at St. Louis Library. you can 
hear music playing and children 
shouting in the house. But no 
one comes to the door. Other 
times, messengers report, they 
are greeted with enthusiasm.

“Am I ever giad to see you,” 
they exclaim as they hand over 
the books.

Braved Death to Reach America Dedicated 


What was it like when your 
great grandfather (perhaps) 
came to America? It might 
have been very grim indeed. 
The story of the “demned 
plague ships and swimming 
coffins” that brought hundreds 
of thousands of our ancestors 
to this country is told here by 
a writer who once lived in the 
principal European port of 
departure. This is from “The 
Best From American Heri- 
tage.”

IN THE- SPRING OF 1782, 
just a few months after Corn- 
wallis’s defeat, a Bremen ship, 
the Fama, sailed for Baltimore, 
carrying a mixed cargo of 
freight and emigrants. One of 
them was a prosperous Bremen 
glassmaker taking with him 60 
glass blowers and $10,000. ‘‘The 
Bremen shipowners are trading 
in souls—a most sordid busi- 
ness,”” said an official note sent 
by Brunswick-Luneburg to the 
Bremen Senate. No one par- 
ticularly objected to trading in 


the souls of the poor and un- | 


skilled, but there was alarm 
everywhere at the departure of 
good craftsmen and capital. 


Bremen decided to mollify its 
neighbors and passed a law that 
its ships could carry only non- 
German immigrants; Germans 
would be required to give a 
guaranty of their intention to 
return. But it was soon seen to 
be absurd to allow rival Ameri- 
can ships to grow rich on emi- 
grant fares while Bremen ships 
sailed half-empty, and in 1800, 
the Senate decided to permit 
local ships to be chartered under 
the Redemption system. 


Under this system, emigrants 
who could not pay their passage 
were auctioned off as bond serv- 
ants upon arrival in America, 
Sonfetimes everything went well, 
the Redemptioner being kindly 
treated by his American master 
and eventually becoming a pros- 
perous American himself. Ger- 
mans, in general, had a reputa- 
tion for hard work and no back 
talk. 


But sometimes parents sold 
their children in order to re- 
main free themselves, and whole 
families were separated forever. 
Most people who emigrated were 
talked into it by shipping-com- 
pany agents. Many a Re- 
demptioner reached North 
America to find that instead of 
serving three to six years, as he 
had been led to expect, he was 
supposed to spend the rest of 
his life as an indentured servant, 


The agents had, of course, 
failed to mention that it was a 
fortunate ship indeed that 
crossed the Atlantic without 
deaths at sea; on Redemption 
ships it was far from rare to 
lose a third of the passengers. 
The captain’s aids to naviga- 
tion were a compass and 
chronometer, which were us- 
ually faulty and caused him to 
sail too far south, and a 
thermometer with which to lo- 
cate the Gulf Stream. The 
voyage could take anywhere 
from 14 to 24 weeks. 


In 1819, the American Con- 
gress passed a law limiting the 
number of passengers in a ship 
to two to every five tons of the 
ship’s weight; the Redemption 
system had been profitable only 
when the steerage was packed 
like a slave ship, and it soon 
died out. 


In the second decade of the 
Nineteenth century, immigrat on 
began in earnest. ‘“‘They (the 
immigrants) were commonly 
treated with the least possible 
attention, with the utmost disre- 
gard of decency and humanity,” 
wrote Friedrich Kapp, a New 
Yorker who several decades 
later served on a board set up 
for the aid and succor of hap- 
less immigrants. 


Yet still they came; life for 


most people in Germany under. 


despotic, extravagant, and stupid 
petty princes was  unendur- 
able. 

For most Germans going to 
America, the ports most easily 
reached were Le Havre, Antwerp 
and Rotterdam. But in 1830, 
revolution in France, plus chol- 
era epidemics in Antwerp and 
Rotterdam, diverted emigrant 
traffic northward. 


Bremen, meantime, had taken 
two foresighted measures. It 
was in the process of building 
a new port on the North Sea, 
and it had concluded a treaty 
with the United States permit- 
ting citizens of each to do busi- 
ness in the other’s ports with- 
out the restrictions placed on 
other foreigners; Bremen was 
thus able to operate more cheap- 
ly than its competitors, and to 
capture a monopoly of the Ger- 
man and central European to- 
bacco market. The city’s ship- 
yards were now rapidly turning 
out new ships after the lighter, 
faster American design; and by 
1833, a Bremen packet ship was 
putting to sea regularly on the 
first and fifteenth of the month, 

Who emigrated? the steerage 
passenger list of the Meta gives 
an idea. Out of 96 passengers, 
all Germans, there were: 27 
farmers, two salesmen, four 
tailors, three shoemakers, two 
smiths, two turners, two cabinet- 
makers, two carpenters, one 
plasterer, one saddler, one 
baker, one butcher, one musi- 
cian, one aker, one 
clockmaker, one soapboiler. The 
other 44 were women, children 
and old people,

sons, and persons ill with con- 
tagious diseases. Skilled crafts- 
men who ‘brought tools had 
the best chance of making 
good; sturdy peasants could 
find work, but the language 
barrier and the risks of being 
cheated were often too much 
for them. And of artists, schol- 
ars and students, a great per-

centage ended: tragically in 
hospitals and almshouses. Not 
a few immigrants, of course, 
were men of some means, who 
could see no way to use these 
means to advantage in the old 
country. 


For those who could afford to 
travel first class, however, an

ant. One passenger in the 1830s 
reported that the day was filled 
with “the ‘noise of calling the 
steward and drawing the corks,” 
and he wondered at the exces- 
sive amount of food and liquor 
which ‘‘some individuals stowed 
under their belts.” 

Ships with first-class accom-

modations carried cows, pigs 
and chickens to provide milk, 
eggs and fresh meat. The menu 
aboard the Victoria included: 
Breakfast—black tea, green tea, 
coffee, biscuit, bread, hot rolls, 
cold mutton, ham, eggs, choco- 
late; lunch—bread, cheese, cold 
tongue, port wine, liqueurs; din- 
ner — soup, fresh milk, beef, 
pork, veal, fowl, plum pudding, 
Oranges, preserves, raisins, al- 
monds, Spanish nuts, figs, 
prunes. There were wines and, 
every other day, champagne. 


American ships, being lighter 
than most European ships, were 
at a disadvantage under the old 
law allowing two passengers to 
every five tons of a_ ship’s 
weight, and in 1847, Congress 
passed a law stipulating that 
each immigrant must have 14 
square feet of horizontal space; 
a law passed the following year 
decreed that if the ceiling was 
less than six feet high, there 
must be 16 square feet. Each 
berth had to be six feet long and 
18 inches wide. Under the pas- 
senger-tonnage ratio, passengers 
had had more space than this; 
and now shipowners every,where 
hastened to downgrade their 
facilities. 

Often the ship would be so 
crowded that the people, who 
had to provide their own mat- 
tresses and bedding, were ob- 
liged to sleep in the gangways. 
When even this space was filled, 
wooden shacks were thrown up 
on the top deck. 


“Damned plague ships and 
swimming coffins,” cried the 
New York Journal of Com- 
merce. A Bremen sailing ship, 
the Anna, had just arrived in 
Baltimore with an epidemic of 
cholera, 12 passengers having 
died at sea. The Howard, out 
of Hamburg, arrived in New 
York after a 96-day voyage. 
Passengers had been without 
drinking water for 42 days, 37 
out of 286 had died of cholera, 
and more than a third of the 
rest could not move from their 
beds to disembark. 


Fortunately for the future 
reputation of Bremen, the ships 
of France and England were 
usually much worse. A> German 
clergyman who booked second- 
class passage on an English ship 
found that although he had been 
told by his agents he would have 
an iron bed, fresh bread and 
meat daily, and a ration of wine, 
he found that he and his travel- 
ing companion were expected to 
share a wooden plank, a straw 
mattress, and one horse blanket. 
Only on the first day was there 
fresh bread and meat. 

The: English ships - carrying 
Irish immigrants were probably 
most consistently horrifying. A 
Quebec newspaper report of 1847 
said: “The Black Hole of Cal- 
cutta was a mercy, compared to 
the holds of these vessels.” A 
congressional committee report- 
ed that Bremen had the lowest 
percentage of ships arriving in 
North America with cases of 
cholera. 

By 1855, Bremen was shipping 
more emigrants to the New 
World than any other port in 
Europe. Every detail of the pro- 
cess was now organized with the 
efficiency of a Chicago cattle 
yard. 

Bremen officials inspected each 
ship as it lay in the Weser ready 
to depart. Did it have provisions 
to last 90 days? Were the water 
tanks freshly filled? Were there 
sufficient lifeboats, life preserv- 
ers, and medicine? 

Even if the ship was well run, 
if no epidemics broke out, and 
if the voyage was not so long 
as to exhaust the provisions, for- 
midable dangers attended the 
crossing; dampness, lack of oxy- 
gen, diarrhea, swellings, scurvy. 

Steerage passengers were regi- 
mented like soldiers. Chosen by 
numbers, they helped in the gal- 
ley, swabbed the gangways, emp- 
tied the chamber pots, and 
washed clothes. 

But already there were steam- 
ships carrying immigrants. In 
1847, the George Washington had 
crossed the Atlantic, reaching 
Bremen in 17 days. The fares on 
steamships were at first too high 
for immigrants, but by the mid- 
sixties, they had become low 
enough to ruin the business of 
the sailing ships. The last trans- 
atlantic sailing ship to carry pas- 
sengers out of Bremen was taken 
off the line in 1875,

ALEX SEGAL is a director of 
uncompromising standards. Noth- 
ing less than perfection satisfies 
him. Consequently he frets ex- 
travagantly and sees flaws where 
others mighit not. 


It is no smal compliment, 
therefore, that he considers “‘The 
Lincoln Murder Case” the best 
written story he has seen in a 
long time. It is this weekend’s 
Du Pont Show of the Month 
(Saturday, KMOX-TV, 8:30 p.m.), 
the third Du Pont show he has 
directed this season. 


“This one was exciting,” said 
Segal. “A new format. Very 
challenging. This show made me 
feel as I did during the early 
days of television.” 

Segal speaks lovingly of his 
work when it meets his demand- 
ing standards. He is dynamic, 
volatile, will permit nothing to 
interfere with the over-all good 
of a show. He started on tele- 
vision doing live drama in New 
York and is one of the last hold- 
outs against the filmed series 
and the general move to Holly- 
wood, 


“I don’t know how much 
longer I can hang on here,” he 
said. “There are fewer dra- 
matic shows every season and 
what there are, more often than 
not, come from the coast. I'll 
give it another year even if I 
have to take a Broadway show 
I’m not crazy about. But I’m 
worried. -Eventually I may have 
to go to Hollywood and join the 
assembly line.” 


He could be unduly pessimistic. 
Certainly he has not lacked for 
work this season. Since August 
he has directed two American 
Heritage shows, in addition to 
the two previous Du Pont shows, 
“Prisoner of Zenda,” and 
“Heaven Can Wait.” 

What he will do next, however, 
he doesn’t know. Like everyone 
else in television, which special- 
izes in feverish activity and then 
prolonged holidays, he always 
has a sneaky fear that he mignat 
-never work again. 


“My trouble is I haven’t got 
any hobbies,” he said. “I go 
home and sit. I read and that’s 
all right for awhile, but then 
I begin to go quietly out of my 
mind. Finally my wife can’t 
stand it anymore and she says, 
‘Alex, please go out and find 
yourself another show, any 
show.’ ”” 


ON ONE OF HIS last excursions 
out of town, he «spent a year 
teaching at the University of 
Montana and this time he was 
certain he had found his niche. . 
He vowed he would never again 
return to offer his talent to the 
drama on the island of Manhat- 
tan. 


In the spring of 1947, reason 
and resolve faltered. Segal could 
imagine the trees turning green 
in Central Park and Montana 
couldn’t win against the vision. 
Once again he had to make an-

He learned well and he learned 
quickly. Segal, who is 47, was 
the only director on the U.S.

Later, he directed on the Pulitzer 
Prize Playhouse and on Philco, 
when all the television dramatic 
series were pioneering and crea- 
tive. : 


He also may have won more 
awards than any other director 
in television, two Emmys, a 
Peabody, a Look — and a 
Christopher. One of the shows 
he directed for DuPont last 
year, “Ethan Frome,” was 
nominated for an Emmy. 


SEGAL STAYED seven years 
at ABC, but, he said, he left in 
1954, when “they went to cow- 
boys.” He left reluctantly. 

“T’ve done all -right free-lane- 
ing,” he said, “but I still‘ miss 
ABC. I’m the kind of a guy who 
needs a high school. I like to 
have somebody to root for. I 
like to dig in and work in fa- 


_ miliar surroundings.” 


He has made devoted friends 
and devoted enemies, and all in 
the.same cause, doing the best 
possible show. He worries, wor- 
ries, worries, that the result will 
be less than perfect. He always 
wants a little more from the 
actors, a little better script.

How Rossman School Points Up Lessons for Pupils 5 to 12 Years Old; Plans to Move to County

INTELLECTUAL excite- 
ment seems to crackle in the air 
at Rossman School, 5438 Delmar 
boulevard, The enthusiasm of 
the trim, tweedy teachers has 
managed to invest with allure 
even routine drills in arithmetic, 
grammar and spelling. Long 
acknowledged as one of the best 
elementary preparatory schools 
in St. Louis, the classes at Ross- 
man are small and parents say 
discipline is sensible and the 
curriculum basic for pupils 5 to 
12 years old. 

“If a child learns to deal ‘ac- 

curately and -capably with the 
simple world of his schoolroom, 
he will go on acting competently 
and independently in a later, 
more complicated existence,”’ 
said Mrs, Jay P. Marshall, head- 
mistress and sixth grade teacher. 
“A child who has never mas- 
tered his fundamentals of educa- 
tion is like a mechanic who has 
never learned to use the tools of 
his trade. He fumbles, wastes 
time and ends up doing a bad 
job.” 
The: thoroughness and disci- 
pline traditional at Rossman 
stemmed from its stout-hearted 
founders, Miss Helen Schwaner 
and Miss Mary Rossman, both 
elementary school teachers. They 
started the project in response 
to requests from parents for a 
good preparatory school for 
younger children. 

In 1917, to purchase the large 
residence on Delmar, they bor- 
rowed $12,000 from Miss 
Schwaner’s aunt. Because unas- 
sembled desks were cheaper, 
the two teachers sat up night 
after night bolting together 54 
desks before the first day of 
school. 


Today, their successors face 
a similar pioneering problem, 
even more difficult. Because of 
the St. Louis fire ordinance, 
soon to take full effect, the 
school must find a new loca- 
tion, preferably in the county. 
With the drift to the suburbs, 
most Rossman pupils now live 
on the periphery. 
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garteners, practice reading. 


MRS. JAY P. MARSHALL 


Rossman classrooms are 
ingeniously divided by sliding 
panels to accommodate the 
various grades. Nevertheless 
the 17-room building is 
cramped for the 140 pupils 
from kindergarten through 
sixth grade. More playground 
space is urgently needed. The 
neighborhood and its traffic, 
more urban every year, pro- 
vide an additional hazard. For 
the first time in its 44 years, 
the school is appealing for 
funds, to build a new home. 


Miss Mary Rossman, a gradu- 
ate of the old Central High 
School and a former teacher at 
Mary Institute, was “a woman 
of deeds,”’ according to her de- 
voted followers. She ‘retired in 
1957 at 84. The best description 
of her came from an enamored 
but awestruck kindergartener. 
*“‘Miss Rossman is like God. She 
knows what everybody is doing 
all the time.”’ 

An extremely strong-minded 
educator, she did not hesitate to 
give a parent a piece of her 
mind— she once suspended a 
pupil until his dilatory mother 
bought him a much-needed hear- 
ing aid. 

But nothing was too much 
trouble for a child with a prob- 
lem, emotional or academic. To 
a 10-year-old with a redding 
difficulty, Miss Rossman per- 
sonally devoted hours of tutor- 
ing time, The boy, a transfer 
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from another school, had missed 
his fundamentals. Miss Rossman 
étarted him over again at first 
grade reading and eventually 
brought him up level with his 
grade. The lad, who had been 
consistently failing and rebel- 
lious at school and at home, 
was shortly a changed person. 
Miss Rossman had opened up a 
new world for him. 


Her traditions are ably car- 
ried on in 1961 by her succes- 
sors. To one Rossman parent, 
a former teacher, the sound of 
the school on an ordinary morn- 
ing is like that of a contended, 
well-ordered beehive. But inside 
the classrooms, the atmosphere 
resembles the galvanized NBC 
Symphony Orchestra when it re- 
hearsed under Toscanini. 


In Mrs. George Morrisey's 
second grade composition class, 
7-year-old authors with intense 
concentration wrote thoughtfully 
composed literary nuggets on 
fhe blackboard. Alert and atten- 
tive, the other children sat on 
the edges of their chairs waiting 
to contribute to the coming 
critique. Faces were alight with 
interest and hands waved. 

“In October we begin composi- 
tion,’’ explained Mrs. Morrisey, 
a small, slim, vital brunette. ‘‘To 
a man, we always start, ‘I have 
a dog. He is nice.’ But this time 
of year the themes begin to get 
interesting.”’ 

The stories went down on the 
board with careful precision. 
Most of Mrs. Morrisey’s charges 
knew their duty and they did it. 
But to a laggard she remarked, 
“Did you plan your story? If 
you have something to say you 
know what to do.”’ 


To a free spirit who had dis- 
pensed with punctuation, 
“You’re like a speeding car 
with no brakes.” 

To a diffident child who had 
made a reasonable error, ‘‘Don't 
feel bad.. That was a very intel- 
ligent mistake.”’ 

“If we speak good English,” 
she admonished in her crisp 
tones, ‘“‘we will spell better. 

“We must not only write and 
speak correctly, but our stories 
must stay out of a rut. Look at 
this one,” said Mrs. Morrisey 
with approval. She read: 

“One day’ after school Peter 
took five dozen poison cherries 
off the poison cherry plant.

And that night Mommy found

“In this classroom I don’t give 
grades,” said Mrs.” Durning. 
“The child earns them. If he 
stays down at the bottom of the 
room for several days, | know 
he needs special help, and he 
knows too. Then I tutor him 
apart from the others. I don’t 
hold back the class and let it get 
bored. 

“At Rossman we try to teach 
a child to use his emotions con- 
structively to help him succeed. 
Many children cry the first time 
they ‘turn down,’ that is, make a 
mistake and have to push their 
desks down towards the bottom 
of the class horseshoe. But then 
they learn that they can use the 
memory of that disappointment 
to make themselves work harder. 
The next time they may go up 

“The discipline here is not to 
crush them but to make them in- 
dependent. One new boy here 
this year was so shy and self- 
conscious he couldn't recite. 
Every time he got up to speak 
he'd burst into tears. He was in- 
telligent, but he spent the first 
six weeks in the bottom third of 
the class. He fought through his 
handicap. He has much more 
poise now and is almost ready 
for his gold star.”’ 


The bare, almost stark exte- 
riors, painted in cheerful pastels, 
offer little in the way of growing 
plants, goldfish or colorful pic- 
tures to distract a child from the 
exciting occupation of learning. 
Mrs. Marshall feels that the mod- 
ern child’s world is full of stimuli 
to the point of confusion. There- 
fore the simpler the schoolroom 
surroundings the better. 


The mildly Spartan philos- 
ophy of the school seems to 
bring disciplined creativity to 
the surface. In St. Louis’s an- 
nual International Children’s 
Art Bazaar, Rossman art work 
is said to compare favorably 
with the polished products of 
European children.

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Portland Mason 
In Grown-up Role

| HOLLYWOOD, Feb. 18. 

A FEW WEEKS AGO 12-year-old Portland Mason, daugh- 
ter of actors James and Pamela Mason, was in Life Magazine 
as a surprise-entrant in a Brigitte Bardot contest. 

Portland appeared at the contest in a towel and typical 
B.B. pose. As might be 
expected, she was signed 
instantly for a television 
show. This coming Mon- 
day she has a starring 
role as a teenage beatnik 
in “Bringing Up Buddy” 
(KMOX-TV, 7:30 p.m.) 

“This will be Portiand’s 
first grown-up role,” a 
CBS-TV publicist told me 
when I visited Portland in 
the living room of her 
parents’ home. She was ac- 
companied by her mother. 

“After the Bardot pic- 
ture appeared in Life, the 
producers of the show 
called me and asked me 
to come see them,” said 
Portland, a dark-eyed, at- 
tractive girl who was 
more at ease than I dur- 

PORTLAND MASON ing the interview. ‘‘Actu- 

ally I didn’t like the picture of me in the magazine. The kids 
at school in my sixth grade teased me. They thought it was 
out of place. You know, they expect you to come to school 
in a turtle-necked sweater, tweed skirt and black tight hose 
or fishnet stockings. I like them the best. 

“Anyway, I know all about beatniks. They’re real weird 
people who won’t do anything or get a job. They paint their 
eyes and put on white makeup and tight toreador pants and 
great big baggy sweaters and slouch around with their eyes 
half closed. 

“REALLY, I JUST PLAY a sort of slobby teenager in a 
man’s shirt, who staggers around the house calling everybody 
a nut. I like the part because I got to slam doors and all 
that. And I progress as a character. -I start out hating boys 
and end up liking them.” 

What do you really think of boys? Portland was asked. 

“Boys are creepy in the sixth grade,” she said. “They 
tease you and throw basketballs at you. 

“TI fell in love with a guy who plays basketball, but the 
trouble is I’ve never met him. He’s in the eighth grade and 
I have to work so hard to meet him it is discouraging. I’m 
campaigning with some eighth grade girl friends to introduce 
me to him. 

“You know, I get about two letters a day proposing mar- 
riage since that Life picture. When I was 9 I was engaged to 
Dr. Herman Platt (replacement for the late Dr. Tom Dooley 
in Laos). He was a lifeguard at Muscle Beach and we used 
to call him Venus. 

“He gave me a gold ring with six rubies and one diamond, 
Mother wears it because it is too big for me.” 

What is your ambition now? I asked Portland. 

“I WANT TO BE A LAWYER, but I'm afraid I’m too 
stupid. I watch ‘Perry Mason’ all the time and I can never 
figure out who did it. Maybe I could play a lawyer in a film, 
then I could be both—an actress and a lawyer. 

“Do you like my hair color? I fell in love with Elizabeth 
Seal from ‘Irma La Douce’ and I dyed it black. It didn’t take 
and I look hideous. I’m going to let it grow out whatever 
it is.”’ 

When her mother suggested that her hair would be beige, 
Portland said, “‘I don’t know about that. But I don’t want to 
be like anyone else, I want to be original.”

This is the kind that merely 
requires you to recognize and 
mark thé answer. 

You should prepare for objec- 
tive exams by a general review, 
@s you do with the essay type. 
But remember this difference: 

The objective test usually re- 
quires review with a greater ém- 
phasis on specific statements. 

Start by skimming through 
your material. Keep asking your- 
self: ‘“‘What sort of question is 
the teacher likely to ask about 
this point, this character, this 
date?” 

You practice baseball by 
baseballs. 
Prepare for exams by tossing 
yourself questions and hitting 
them back. 

If the examination is one cov- 
ering an entire book, it is good 
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piece of information into its 
logical place in the general pat- 
tern of your knowledge of the 
subject. Relate it in some way to 
other facts and ideas, If you do 
this, you are prepared for tests 
of either ability to recognize or 
ability to remember correct an- 
swers 


In certain ways the prepara- 
tion for mathematics tests is 
similar to the procedure we've 
been talking about 


You are confronted in the math 
test with a mixed series of prob- 
lems or exercises. They are not 
necessarily arranged in the same 
order in which they were pre- 
sented in the textbook. 


You must keep in mind the 
processes to be used, but you 
also must understand the prin- 
ciples involved.

Common Cause of Outboard 


Troubles, Engineer Says 


“Lead poisoning” is the most 
common cause of outboard motor 
troubles, according to engineers 
of an outboard motor manufac- 
turer. Most outboard owners are 
lamiliar with the symptoms of 
the disease, which costs them 
time, pleasure and money. Few, 
nowever, know that the cause is 
gasoline which contain lead com- | 


pounds, the engineers said. | 


“The trouble stems from dif- 
ferent fuel requirements of the 
automobile motor and the out- 
board. Both regular and pre- 
mium grades of automotive gas- 
oline contain sufficient lead to 
cause trouble when used in out- 
board motors,” the engineers 
report, 

A two-cycle outboard engine 
has low octane requirements, un- 
like the high-compression four- 
cycle automobile engine. Fur- 
thermore, in the outboard, oil is 
mixed with the gas and enters. 
the combustion chamber. 

The most frequent difficulty 
encountered is lead-fouling of the 
‘spark plugs. Accumulating lead 
deposits on the insulator tip. and 
on the electrodes eventually 
short out the spark plug because 
the lead deposits are electrical 
conductors. This prevents igni- 
tion of the fuel-air mixture which 
causes wet-fouling due to ac- 
cumulation of unburned fuel on 
the electrodes. 

Projecting spots or flakes of 
deposited material may become 
incandescent and ignite the fuel- 
air charge before the spark 
occurs, causing pre-ignition with 
results of loss of power and pos- 
sibility of engine damage. 
Another problem is obstruction 
of the exhaust ports by deposit 
build-up. 

Trouble Starts. 


At this point, faced with an 
expensive engine teardown to 


remove deposits, a number of |

agree that modern automobile 
oils are not suitable for out- 
board use. In fact, the worst oils 
for two-cycle outboard engines 
are the higher-priced heavy duty 
or premium grade automobile 
oils. Engineers point out that 
automobile engine oil contains a 
dilution inhibitor which makes 
the oil extremely resistant to 
mixing with gasoline as required 
for outboard motor fuel. 
Gasoline-oil separation puts a 
layer of oi] at the bottom of the 
outboard tank, with gasoline at 
the top and various proportions 
of gasoline and oil between. 


Since the fuel pick-up is located 
at the bottom of the tank, the 
engine may get a high propor- 
tion of oil when the tank is full 
and almost straight gasoline 
when the tank is nearly empty. 
As a result, the engine may 
smoke excessively and foul 
plugs at first, then overheat and 
possibly score the pistons be- 
cause -the remaining fuel con- 
tains insufficient oil. 

Other additives in automobile 
engine oils are the ‘“‘viscosity in- 
dex improvers” which minimize 
viscosity changes due to temper- 
ature variations. These are de- 


quate oil flow and distribution 
for cold-weather starting and 
during warm-up; also to prevent 
excessive thinning of the oil at 
normal operating temperatures. 
These additives are unnecessary 
for two-cycle engine lubrication 
'and only add to the accumula- 
tions of harmful deposits. 


| New Problems. 


| The advent of high-compres- 
sion, high-output automobile en- 
gines presented new lubrication 
problems that necessitated addi- 
tion of metallic detergents to the 
oil for the purpose of inhibiting 
varnish formation and piston 
ring sticking. 

In four-cycle automotive en- 
gines, the oil is confined to the 
crankcase and very little leaks 
|past piston rings into the com- 
bustion chamber. In a two-cycle 
engine, the oil must be mixed 
with the gasoline. Virtually all 
of these metallic detergents and 
other additives enter the cylin- 
_ders (above the pistons) and 
‘form deposits when they come 
'in contact with the hot surfaces 
'of spark plugs, piston crowns 
| and combustion chambers. 
| These deposits cause pre-igni- 
|tion and detonations which re- 
‘sult in piston crown burning, 
piston scuffing and cylinder wall 
| scoring. Frequently metallic de- 
posits bridge a spark plug gap 
'so it cannot fire and results in 
_ the spark plug fouling. 
|. The preferred outboard oil is 
refined from paraffinic base 
\crude obtained only from wells 
located in specific geographic 
| areas. The base stock is blended 
|with organic detergents rather 
| than with the inorganic metallic 
| detergents used in automobile 
| Oils. 
| Such blends insure adequate 
lubrication under the special 
| conditions encountered in two- 
| cycle engine operation while in- 
_hibiting formation of varnish 
|and carbon deposits and keep- 
ing piston rings from sticking in 
their grooves. The oil contains 
no automotive-type anti-dilution 
agents. When thoroughly mixed, 
the gasoline and oil will not 
separate, even when the fuel 
tank stands idle for indefinite 
periods. It gives best results 
with white marine gasoline but, 
in occasional emergencies, it 
will perform well. when mixed 
with a good quality automobile 
gasoline of low lead content. 

Since the need for high octane 
fuels and special fuel additives 
is strictly a four-cycle engine 
problem, there is no reason why 
outboard owners should be 
plagued with it, engineers re- 
port. Two-cycle outboard engines 
run best, longest and cleanest on 
marine white gasoline. Its oc- 
tane rating is ample to accom- 
modate most outboard engine 
designs currently in production 
for pleasure boat use.

near future 

This ts expected to be the end 
result of automation which fina! 
ly has crept into the book pub- 
lishing business, one of the na 
tion's oldest industries 

Not only are these new devel 
opments in book publishing ex 
pected to cut costs, but they also 
promise to increase efficiency 

S. Roskin, president of Process 
Lithographers Inc., said his firm 
now can send a book in manu- 
script form through a complete 
operation, With a bound, fully 
cut book emerging in seconds 

He said it is comparable to 
starting with a few nuts and 
bolts on one end and finishing 
with a completed automobile. 

By this one-step operation pio 
neered by Process, the old meth- 
ods should quickly disappear, 
Roskin said. Four hundred to 
500 persons used to be involved 
in the publication of a book. Au 
tomation has cut this working 
force to 50 to 100 

The effect on the $1,300,000,000 
book publishing industry should 
be immense. It now will be pos 
sible for more books to be pub- 
lished at more competitive 
prices. And both Pafakaoe:

Suggestions that will help save | 


on repair bills and avoid break- 
down time include, outboard 


motors: Be sure the unit is well- 


tuned up; remove motor cover 
and test spark plugs; regap 0.030 
for most engines, according to 
instructions; lubricate cylinders 


| by squirting oil into plug open- 


ings; ground leads and pull 
motor over to. distribute lubrica- 


tion; check spark of each plug; 


flush water cooling system; do 
this frequently if motor is used 
only occasionally. 

Inboard engines: Check oil in 
crankcase before every trip; 
check oi] and temperature while 
under way; refuel as often as 
you have a chance; check cool- 
ing system for leaks; inspect 
thermostats; check battery reg- 
ularly; change oil filter when 
necessary; pump out bilges; dur- 
ing fitting out: check electrical 
system; clean air cleaners; re- 
move and clean flame arrestors 
with kerosene; wash crankcase 
ventilator or oil fill cap, and 
filters, lines, 
tanks, carburetors and drain.

KINGSTON, Jamaica, Feb. 18 
(UPI)—An independent West In- 
dies Federation is on the verge 
of taking its place among the 
free nations of the Western Hem- 
isphere. 

It will embrace a mixed popu- 
lation of a little more than 3,- 
000,000 and include 10 principal 
islands spreading across 1000 
miles of the Caribbean. 

Independence for these lush 
green islands has been 20 years 
in the making and the transition 
from British colonial status to 
control of their own foreign pol- 
icy, currency and treaties should 
be painless. 

Some, such as Barbados, Ja- 
maica and Trinidad long have 
enjoyed internal self rule. 

Structually, it will be a weak 
federal government with many | 
key powers remaining with the 
individual islands. 

Thus, Jamaica, with about 
half the federation’s. population, 
will retain most of its own reve- 
nues and will be free to develop 
its industrialization, agricultural 
and tourism programs. | 

Similarly, Trinidad will retain 
the bulk of its oil revenues and 
Barbados the income from its 
eugar. 

But, with independence, all the 
islands will face a common prob- 
lem. This is one of exploding 
population, which in most of the 
islands means an average - of 
close to 400 persons a. square 
mile and in Barbados exceeds 
1300. 

Emigration of about 85,000 
West Indians to Britain since 
World War II eased the problem 
only temporarily. 

Here in Jamaica, the difficul- 
ty is being met by an industrial- 
ization program under direction 
of the government-established 
Jamaica Industrial Development 
Corporation and by an agricul- 
tural program to teach farmers 
modern agricultural methods. 

Boosting Jamaica’s industry 
and its agriculture has been the 
intensive mining of bauxite, key 
ingredient of aluminum. Bauxite 
companies employ thousands of 
Jamaica workers and are utiliz- 
ing freehold areas not in use to 
improve both the breed of Ja- 
maican cattle and the lands,

Killing of Deposed Premier Lumumba Stirs Violent 
Reactions in African Nation, Other Parts of World

HOT, HUMID CONGO turned even 
hotter last week as the threat of a full- 
scale civil war spread over the newly inde- 
pendent African nation. Worsening of the 
political climate resulted from the killing 
of deposed Premier Patrice Lumumba and 
two of his political associates by tribesmen 
deep within Katanga province. 

News of the deaths brought charges 
from Lumumba supporters, both in The Con- 
go and the world outside, that the 35-year- 
old leader and his lieutenants’ were the 
victims of a carefully planned political as- 
sassination. Katanga officials steadfastly 
claimed the politicians were killed while 
trying to escape and defied the indictors to 
prove their accusations. Whatever the mo 
tivation, two things were certain: Fierce 
tribal rivalries within The Congo were flar- 
ing into new civil strife, and the United Na- 
tions was embroiled in a new crisis. 

Lumumba supporters vowed “there will 
be blood, there will be war,” giving rise to 
fears of reprisals against whites and anti- 
Lumumbist Africans in Oriental, Kivu and 
north Katanga provinces, where Lumumba 
forces are in control. A number of Belgians 
have been held as hostages at Stanleyville 
by Lumumbists since last Jan. 17. 

The Soviet Union and 10 other pro 
Lumumba members of the United Nations 
demanded a U.N. investigation of the kill- 
ings. Then in a series of quick moves, the 
Soviets officially withdrew recognition of 
Dag Hammarskjold as U.N. secret gen- 
eral, demanded the withdrawal of ail i 
troops from The Congo within a month and 
called for U.N. censure of Belgium for the 
murder of Lumumba. There were also fears 
that the Soviets might airlift supplies to — 
Lumumba forces in The Congo. Inside Rus-

Meanwhile, the U.N. command in The 
Congo—weakened by the withdrawal of 
troops recently by member nations—was 
attempting to control tempers within the Af- 
rican country. Troops of the various fac- 
tions were said to be on the move, and 
fighting was reported in north Katanga be- 
tween pro-LLumumba Baluba tribesmen and 
forces of Katanga ruler Moise Tshombe, 
avowed enemy of Lumumba. 

A flamboyant former postal clerk who 
rose to the premiership by his gift for fiery 
oration, Lumumba was deposed last Sep- 
tember and put under house arrest. For 
weeks he remained in the premier’s man- 
sion in Leopoldville (under the protection of 
U.N. troops from Ghana), issuing defiant 
statements against his opponents. On Nov. 
28 he slipped away from the mansion and 
set out through the jungles for Stanleyville, 
the center of his supporters. He was cap- 
tured four days later, and on Jan. 17 was 
taken to Katanga, where he was moved 
from place to place “for maximum security.” 

It was from one of these makeshift 
prisons in Katanga that Lumumba and his 
lieutenants were supposed to have,escaped 
by digging a hole through the sandstone 
wall of a thatched-roof hut. Knocking their 
guards unconscious with branches from 
nearby trees, they reportedly shorted the 
ignition of a police car and drove off. 

Three d later, Katanga officials an- 
nounced Lindu tribesmen had killed the 
escaped trio. Thus, the brief and violent 
career of the political leader came to an 
equally violent end. His dying throbs in 
that remote African village set off reverber- 
ations which were felt not only throughout 
his native Congo but net the world. 
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Lumumba (right) is shown with Joseph Okito, 
former vice president of The Congo Senate, 
following their arrest last November. Okito 
and Maurice Mpolo, minister in Lumum- 
ba’s cabinet, were ed with the deposed 
premier last week. Some critics accused Lu- 


mumba of flirting with the Communists; others 
said his demands for a strong central govern- 
ment indicated fascist tendencies. He termed 
himself an ardent nationalist. Lumumba final- 
ly was ousted from office by Congo strong 
man Col. Joseph Mobutu, army commander.

First Facility of Its Kind in Missouri Is

T. LOUIS SKI ENTHUSIASTS no longer need 

journey to the massive snow fields of Colo- 
rado, the white hills of Vermont or the frosty 
slopes of northern Wisconsin for winter outings, 
As of this year, they have a ski area right in their 
own backyard, five miles south of Pacific on Mis- 
souri Highway F in the Ozark foothills. Hidden 
Valley is Missouri's first and only ski resort. 

The idea for the ski area originated with a 
group of local sportsmen who wanted to get in 
more skiing than expensive and time-consuming 
trips to Sun Valley and Aspen allow. As a result, 
the group leased 25 acres from a farmer, cleared 
a 1000-foot-long intermediate slope and installed 
a tow to carry skiers up a 275foot-high course. 

Additional facilities include a large practice 
area for beginners, an outdoor fireplace for get- 
togethers and a large trailer where ski equip- 
ment is rented and coffee and doughnuts are 
sold. The ski area opened with the first snow- 
fall and will be open from 10 a.m. to 4:30 p.m. on 


weekends whenever there is sufficient snow. 

Next year, the owners say, they hope to in- 
stall machinery which will produce snow when 
the temperature drops below 27 degrees. There 
also are plans for an 800-foot-long slalom course, 
a 250-foot-long beginners’ slope and a chalet for 
after-skiing sings and relaxation. 

St. Louis skiers are among some 3,500,000 
Americans who have taken up the sport. Al- 
though a ski club was organized in Minneapolis 
as early as 1881, skiing did not become popular 
in this country until after the Winter Olympics 
were held at Lake Placid in 1932. Since then the 
number of American skiers has snowballed until 
today newcomers are taking up the sport at the 
rate of about 200,000 a year. Americans now 
spend in excess of $60,000,000 annually on stretch 
pants, parkas, skis and other equipment. The 
sport is an ancient art, first practiced by wander- 
ing prehistoric Scandinavians. Aschasheiteen 
have turned up a Swedish ski dating to 2000 B.C.

ERE IS A WRY SAYING, current in these times of international crisis, 

that optimists study Russian, pessimists study Chinese and smart people 
study both. Be that as it may, the position of world leadership imposed on 
the United States since World War II has put pressure on American schools 
to do a better job of language instruction. There is heartening evidence 
they are doing so. In Missouri secondary schools, the number of pupils 
in foreign language courses more than doubled between 1955 and 1960. 

The upsurge of interest in modern tongues, other than English as spoken 
in the U.S.A., has extended very recently even to Russian. In the Parkway 
School District, which covers 70 square miles and ranges from the Missouri 
River to the Meramec in St. Louis County, some 800 elementary school 
children are now learning conversational Russian. The program started in 
earnest last September, is working well, and is the most extensive of its 
kind in the nation. 

It consists of one classroom period of 20 to 30 minutes a week for chil- 
dren of the third, fourth, fifth and sixth grades. The instructor, Gregor

Youngsters in Parkway District Pick Up Difficult Tongue Easily 


Braitberg, divides his time among the district's five elementary schools 
and also teaches an evening class for adults once a week at the high 
school. Braitberg’s instruction is augmented in various ways during the 
week by regular classroom teachers, many of whom are learning Russian 
along with the children. 
raitberg is well qualified to handle his subject. He is a graduate of 
the Moscow Institute of Foreign ages and formerly taught English 
and music in Soviet high schools. He left the Soviet Union in 1957, lived 
elsewhere in Europe for two years before coming to the United States. He 
is 44 years old, red-haired, an enthusiastic teacher. He and his wife and 
their two sons, 12 and 6 years old, have lived in St. Louis for 14 months. 
When a school system decides to add Russian to its curriculum, as an 
increasing number are doing, such instructors are not easy to find. The 
Parkway program began experimentally early last year after Superintend- 
ent C. W. Farnham and his assistant, Arthur L. Mallory, were put in touch 
with Braitberg by Alexander Calandra. of Washington University.

Board of Education approved the plan, and Braitberg was employed full- 
time beginning last fall. 

Parkway’s approach thus far is informal and conversational. Braitberg 
teaches the children to pronounce simple words and phrases. Making 
use of the chalkboard, he gives them the numbers, the odd-looking Russian 
alphabet, the common phrases of salutation and leave-taking. The children 
follow him — for the most part. The Russian tongue-twisters give

them little le. They have no textbooks. On a recent wintry day, the 
children at Mason Ridge School were learning the Russian for “winter,” 
“snow, “frost,” “I am cold” and so on. 

The children are not graded in Russian. There is no emphasis on 
reading and writing the language. As Farnham and Mallory say, Parkway 
is not attempting intensive instruction at present. But the effort is serious. 
Next year Russian will be introduced in the seventh grade, and eventually 
it will be offered in high school along with the present foreign language 
courses in French, Spanish and Latin. 


In short, the Parkway system expects in the future to produce high 
school graduates who have a good working knowledge of Russian. ‘It is a 
trend that is encouraged the National Defense Education Act. This 
summer, under auspices of United Staies Office of Education, Indiana 
University will conduct a 10-week advanced course in Russian for sec- 
ondary school teachers. The last five weeks of the institute wil] be in 
Moscow. 

“One value of a foreign language—any foreign language you study— 
is that you pick up something t the culture and ideas of the people,” 
Superintendent Farnham says. “In time the children will in reading 
Russian literature and learn more about the Russian people. You cannot 
really understand a people unless you know something of their language.” 

Meanwhile, Braitberg is conducting his elementary school classes with 
great gusto and humor. His own 12-year-old son speaks Russian, French, 
Polish and English, so he expects results with young people. 

“Il think it is important to start early,” he says. “The earlier the better.”

A RACING normally ends in 
the St. Louis area when winter 
begins, but this does not.deter one 
group of enthusiasts. As cold weather 
sets in, they adjourn from the outdoor 
tracks to the home of Walter Wilson Jr., 
4713 Upshaw drive, Jennings. About 
30 racing buffs meet each week in 
the Wilson basement to send tiny 
scale-model sports cars whizzing 
around a tabletop race track at 
speeds equivalent to 110 to 120 miles 
an hour (actual speed about five 
miles an hour). The rules are the 
same as for regular races and en- 


trance fees of 35 cents a car pay for 
trophies awarded to winners. 

The model sports cars, 1/24th 
actual size, are powered little 
electric motors and are controlled by 
push-button switches in the hands of 
the “drivers.” The operation is simi- 
lar to that of a toy electric train. A 
guide on the bottom of each car 
slides in a slot in the track, making 
contact with two copper strips and 
steering the front wheels. 

Experienced drivers know just 
when to apply or let up on the power, 
keeping their vehicles at maximum 
speed without allowing them to g 
out of control. The racers skid realis- 
tically on the turns, sometimes jump-

ing the track or hitting the second 
car on the twin-lane race track. 
“Marshals,” stationed at the curves, 
return the autos to the track after 
“accidents.” If a car overturns, the 
racer is disqualified. 

The Wednesday night races 
begin with time trials (accurate, stop- 
watch records are kept) and eliminca- 
tion heats. First- and second-place 
trophies are awarded to the finalists 
who compete in the last race. The 
races usually take about three hours; 
additional practice sessions are held 
on Monday nights.

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National Cultural Center, its curved glass front facing the Poto- 
mac River, is oriented in artist drawing with tall Washington 
Monument and domed Capitol.

Cultural Center, Proposed for Capital, 
Would Be Financed by Public Gifts, 
Site Has Been Provided by Congress

A® OPULENT $75,000,000 HOME along the Potomac in Washington for the 
nation’s performing arts is scheduled to go into construction as soon as 
about half of the estimated cost has been pledged by public subscription. 
The National Culture Center, as it has been named, would house complete 
modern facilities for the presentation of music, drama, lyric theater, dance 
and ; 

Among other things, the center is envisioned as an important clearing 
house for the work of this nation’s performing arts organizations and societies, 
as a leading host for festivals, and as an artistic port of entry for cultural at- 
tractions from around the world. 

In addition to its continuous schedule of performances, workshops and 
lectures, the center would have its own museum, whose exhibits would be 
loaned; a library with emphasis on:circulation activities; a general reading 
room, and a listening center with headphones for 50 auditors. There would 
also be television, radio and cinema activities synchronized with the center. 

The center's architecture was designed by the famous American archi- 
tect Edward Durrell Stone. His concept of five auditoriums surrounding a 
grand salon, all under one roof, has been approved by the center’s board of 
trustees and the District of Columbia's Fine Arts Commission. The floor plan 
is shown at left and some of the renderings are reproduced here. 

A bill setting forth the general purpose of the National Cultural Center 
and chartering it was authorized by Congress and signed into law by Presi- — 
dent Eisenhower in 1958. Congress provided the site—eight acres in that 
part of Washington known as Foggy Bottom—but specified that money for 
construction must be raised by voluntary contributions and that the non-profit 
center shall be self-sustaining. A five-year limit was placed on the raising of 
necessary funds. Under the law, the center, like the National Gallery of Art, 
would be a bureau of the Smithsonian Institution. 
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This view is across one of 
the plazas toward a main 
entrance. Plazas, more than 
300 feet in diameter, would 
have fountains in center, 
cherry trees around outside 
borders. The architect en- 
visions paving the plazas 
with combination of granite 
blocks, stone divider strips 
pe similar to the paving created 
er Mg Tie | by Michelangelo in Rome. 
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Grand salon, with domed 
skylight, would have cer- 
emonial balcony and 
Stairs suitable for state 
functions, inaugural balls 
and the reception of in- 
ternational dignitaries. 
Salon would be approxi- 
mately 180 feet in diame- 
ter, 100 feet high. Lead- 
ing off it would be en-

WASHINGTON, D.C. 

ISTORY 1S FULL of facts about George Washing- 
H ton as father of our country, but little has been 
written about the sort of father he was to his own 
family. To mark Washington's Birthday this week, 
PARADE has dug out the revealing, intimate story of 
the great man’s family life. 

The austere squire of Mount Vernon ran his vast 
estate with stop-watch precision. Punctuality was to 
his meticulous mind the essence of courtesy and efh- 
ciency. To the men around him at the birth of this 
republic, he showed the stern face of a disciplinarian. 

Yet beneath his grave mien and unrelenting disci- 
pline, which he applied to himself as strictly as to 
others, was the warm heart of a father. 

George Washington became a father by adopting 
the grandchildren of his wife, Martha, who was a 
widow when they married. They were the children of 
her son John Custis, who contracted camp fever dur- 
ing the siege of Yorktown and died at 28 while victory 
was being celebrated. ( John had been raised as a step- 
son by Washington. ) 

No matter how heavily the burdens of the new na- 
tion pressed upon his shoulders, Washington always 
found time for young George Washington Custis and 
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his sister Eleanor Custis,;whom he affectionately called 


Nelly. Often Washington would find himself in— 


trouble with Martha over what she considered his in- 
dulgence of the children. 

Martha was a proper, pious matron, a conservative 
lady of her times. But her granddaughter was a high- 
born hoyden, a rollicking beauty, with the lightest of 
steps and the most sparkling of spirits. Her irrepres- 
sible gaiety, contagious laughter and endless pranks 
so won Washington's heart that almost every letter he 
wrote to Martha ended: “Give my love to Nelly.” 

Martha was determined that Nelly should become a 
lady. This meant she should sew a fine seam to qualify 
for the sewing circle and develop skill at music to 
entertain gentlemen and impress a suitable husband. 

Nelly had different ideas. She preferred riding half- 
broken colts to practicing at the harpsichord. She fre- 
quently disappeared in the middle of her five-hour 
music lesson to come back flushed, excited and 
tongue-in-cheek repentant. Martha would scold, and 
Nelly would fly to the General to whisper her secrets 
and plead for help in getting out of her latest scrape. 


EVEN AS A CHILD, Nelly knew how to twist him 
around her finger. With the complete assurance of one 
who was both lovely and loved, she was never in awe 
of the august Washington. To her, the man who 
carved a nation out of ideals and raw materials was 
her father, prepared to go to battle for her. 

George Washington Custis was a gentle youngster 
with ringlets, the hair style for well-bred little boys. 
Washington loved him dearly, and Lafayette recall- 
ing a visit to Mount Vernon remembered him as “a 
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very little gentleman with a feather in his hat, hold- 
ing fast to one finger of the good General's remark- 
able hand.” 

Upon the occasion of Nelly’s first big ball in George- 
town, George Washington—like every father before 
and after him—suddenly realized that his little rascal 
of a girl had grown up. He sat down and wrote her a 
letter, addressed mischievously but movingly to 
“Eleanor Parke Custis, spinster.” 


IN IT HE SET OUT ADVICE that reflects both the 
concern of a devoted father and the thoroughness of 
the man. The letter reads: “Having caught your hare, 
how shall you serve him?” (This refers to a celebrated 
recipe, a joke between the two, which begins, “First 
catch your hare.”) 

“When the fire is beginning to kindle,” Washing- 
ton continues, “and your heart is growing warm, pro- 
pound these questions to it: Who is this invader? Have 
I a competent knowledge of him? Is he a man of good 
character—a man of sense. For, be it assured, a sen- 
sible woman can never be happy with a fool. 

“What has been his walk in life? Is he a gambler, 
a spendthrift, a drunkard? Is his fortune sufficient to 
maintain me in the manner I am accustomed to live?” 

George Washington need not have worried about 
his darling Nelly. After a proper time of dining, danc- 
ing and courting in the great colonial households, she 
married Lawrence Lewis, childhood friend and Wash- 
ington’s favorite nephew. 

The squire of Mount Vernon, founding father of 
our country and foster father of Nelly Custis, must 
have beamed as he gave the bride away. »

HAT DRIVER hasn't wondered, when a traffic 

light suddenly pops up yellow, whether he 

should zip through or squeal to a stop? Who hasn't 

fidgeted, in a 50-mph. zone, behind a police patrol 
traveling precisely 48 mph.? , 

As most drivers know, there’s a whole array of 
such situations. They crop up with embarrassing 
frequency, and yet there seems to be no rulebook to 
guide you. Each time, you wonder anew, “What's 
the right—and safe—thing to do?” 

To find out, PARADE came here to consult the 
Delaware state police, who last year won top world 
honors for traffic “know-how” from the International 
\ssociation of Chiefs of Police. 

Here's the word from these skilled patrols on 10 
situations that are familiar “road puzzlers’: 


1. Should you ever pass a patrol car? Suppose you're 
on a busy road. Speed limit: 50. Suddenly, there's a 
patrol right in front of you. Me’s doing 48! 

What should you do now? Slow down and trail 
behind him? This gives you a sneaky sort of feeling. 
Or should you boldly go ahead and pass? 

Police say: If he’s going 45, pass. If he’s going 48- 
50, don’t. 

Why? “When conditions are good,” says Delaware’s 
Col. John P. Ferguson, “we all go five miles below 
the limit so people will pass. But when you see us 
right on the limit we have some special reason for 
knowing extra caution is needed. Maybe we'vé had a 
rash of accidents. Maybe rush-hour traffic is about to 
begin—or there's a ball game two miles ahead. This 
is our way of warning the driver.” 


2. How many stops must you make at a stop sign? 
You're second in line. You've already stopped once 
behind the car ahead, and you've had a clear view of 
the road you're entering. 

Does the law insist that you stop again when you 
reach the sign? 

Police say: Not necessarily—provided you cause 
no danger. The law in most states says you must stop 
once, does not say exactly where. If you've already 
made one good safe stop, and are seen to be cautious, 
police will usually approve of your coming out with- 
out a second stop. 

But don't try to apply this if vour car is third or 
fourth in line. Cars farther back are presumed to be in 
danger if they try to “follow the leader” past a stop sign 
—because they can’t see or be seen by cross traffic. 
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3. Can you make a turn against a red light? You're 
sixth in line waiting to turn left at an ordinary cross- 
street. But after five cars turn, the light goes red. 

May you “follow the leader” here ? 

Police say: Only if you are on, or past, the cross- 
walk. If not, you must wait. 

But suppose you are half way through a legal turn 
and get blocked by traffic, or suppose you have to stop 
on the crosswalk? 

Police say: If there’s danger, don’t try to push on 
through. Stop right where you are, embarrassing 


though it may be. 


4. Do police “tolerate” slight speed violations? The 
sign says 60 mph. on a fine, empty turnpike. But you 
see some cars doing 65 and 70. And you've heard 
rumors that police grant “speed tolerance” to careful 
drivers. Is this true? May you go 65 or 66? 

Police say: In many areas, 65 perhaps— but not 66. 

Why? Because 66 seems to be the speed on today’s 
turnpikes at which most patrols judge that real danger 
begins. 

However police say you should never count on 
“tolerance.” While most patrols today won't stop you 
from going three to five miles over the posted limit 
(when it obviously safe) you are nevertheless deal- 
ing with the judgment of individual officers. Some 
allow no tolerance at all. 

And never look for tolerance 1) in built-up areas, 
2) on school bus roads at school time or 3) when your 
good sense tells you it isn’t safe. 


5. Is it ever safe to pass on the right? A slow driver 
blocks the road. You sound your horn again and again, 
yet he won't pull over. Can you then pass him on 
the right? 

Police say: Not on most city streets. Never on a 
narrow two-lane road, since you'd have to pass on the 
shoulder, one of the most dangerous things a driver 
can do. 

But most states do now permit right-side passing 
“with caution” on four- and six-lane expressways. 


6. What's the point of no return in passing? Just as 
you're oyertaking a car in a legal passing zone, you 
come to a no-passing line or sign. You're already out 
in the left lane. Must you go back—which can be 
(langerous—or may you complete the pass? 

Police say: The law in most states says: “Go back.” 
You've been trapped by one of those nasty little road 
hazards that engineers are trying to solve. To go back 
safely, apply brakes firmly before you begin to turn 
(to avoid a skid), let the other car pull ahead, then 
ease into line—-making sure no car has come up 
close behind you. 

Some states are doing something about such 
hazards. Michigan and one or two others now have 
warning signs 300 yards before a passing zone ends. 


7. What do you do when a slow driver waves you on? 
You're traveling 50 in a 55-mph. zone. You're blocked 
by a truck going uphill at 30. There’s a no-passing line. 
Suddenly the driver waves you to “come on and pass.” 
Should you? 

Police say: The truck driver's courteous signal gives 
you no authority—and if you scare somebody off the 
road you're to blame. (Other experts say: don’t pass a 
big truck going 30 or more. Such a pass can take a 
loaded car a full quarter-minute or more. ) 

Suppose you're behind a farm tractor creeping at 
only 10 or 15 mph. and you can see clear road ahead? 


No officer will tell you to cross the white line. 
But all good officers know that the law does not 
cover every situation explicitly. In this, as in many 
situations, the tests applied are: 1) did you endanger 
(or scare) anyone, or 2) were you acting safely? 


8. Should you stop or barge through a “quick-change” 
traffic light? You're doing 53 in a 55-mph. zone. A 
light ahead turns yellow. You have only a few seconds 
to act. Many drivers face a moment of panic. 

Should you 1) kick the gas pedal and race through, 
or 2) kick the brakes hard, and perhaps slide to a stop? 

Police say: There's a simple trick few drivers seem 
to. know that eliminates all panic. “The trick,” says 
Delaware's Capt. Leo E. Daney, “is to lighten your foot 
on the gas just a trifle when you approach any cross 
ing anywhere.” 

This doesn’t slow you ‘down. But it takes all the 
extra trouble-making “thrust” out of your engine. 

“It's only this extra ‘thrust, says Daney, “that 
makes it hard for you and your brakes to control the 
car smoothly —and creates panic.” 

By lightening pressure on the gas: 1) you get your 
foot ready for a faster shift to the brakes, and 2) 
psychologically you're ready for a calm decision. 


9. Is the speed limit ever too fast? You're traveling 60 
on a rainy road and the rain is getting heavier. Just 
then you see a reassuring sign: “Speed limit: 60.” 
Do you have the right to continue at 60? 
Police say: No. Slow down immediately. 


Why? “When weather gets bad,” says Trooper Walt 
Saxton, “the ‘safe-for-conditions’ rule (which many 
drivers never heard of ) takes over. Even 40 mph. may 
be legally too fast.” 

This is the rule, too, in fog, snow or ice. On icy 
U.S. 13 (limit: 55) recently a man was arrested for 
speeding at 20 mph. Going “too fast for conditions, 
he'd slid into a tree. 


10. What's the safe way to sleep in your car? You're 
on a night trip. Suddenly you're sleepy. 

Are there right ways to stop and rest 
up for the remainder of your trip? 

Police say: Yes. Never stop on the shoulder. 

Why? To guard yourself against 1) robbery, and 
2) other sleepy drivers! Reason: they may see your 
car, think it’s on the road and try to follow it. This has 
happened — with tragic results. 

\ better idea: find a turnout and get at least 10 
feet from the road. Leave your ignition key in the 
“accessory” position, then start your left turn blinker. 

Can you get police protection while sleeping? 

“You certainly can,” says Col. Ferguson. “Quite a 
few drivers now come to stations and ask to park. 
Police anywhere will be glad to find a safe spot for 
you, show you the best way to position your car and 
let you sleep in it. They'll keep an eve on it until you're 
rested and ready to go on

Hollywood’s most underrated actor 


ROBERT MITCHUM

HOLLYWOOD. 
NE OF THE BEST family motion pictures produced 
last year, a film devoid of sex, shock and sad- 
ism, is The Sundowners. 

Beautifully photographed in Australia, the movie 
tells the warm, friendly story of a moody sheep drover 
and the efforts of his wife to settle him down. It was 
directed by Fred Zinnemann, one of Hollywood's top 
directors, and stars Deborah Kerr and Robert Mitchum. 

The film will probably be nominated for an Acad- 
emy Award. In all likelihood so will Fred Zinnemann 
and Deborah Kerr. 

Bob Mitchum, it’s safe to say, will be ignored. For 
in Hollywood, “Mitch” is regarded as a movie star not 
an actor. He’s looked upon as “a name” who has a 
certain following at the box office but not as a genuine 
acting talent in the tradition of Spencer Tracy, Charles 
Laughton, Humphrey Bogart or even Montgomery 
Clift and Marlon Brando. 

He is regarded by prodiicers as “a sort of male Jane 
Russell,” but only because so many Hollywood pro- 
ducers and studio executives are ignorant. 

The truth about Mitchum, and it’s equally true of 
many tall, virile, robust players, is that he’s embar- 
rassed to be a motion-picture star. 

It just doesn’t seem masculine or skillful enough. 

And yet after 17 years during which he's worked in 
99 motion pictures, Robert Mitchum has developed 


into a fine, sensitive, versatile actor so highly in de- 
mandby knowledgeable producers and directors that 
he turns down from 50 to 100 scripts a year. 

For example, John Huston, who directed Clark 
Gable and Marilyn Monroe in The Misfits, wanted 
Mitchum for the picture. He had previously directed 
Mitch on the island of Tobago in Heaven Knows, 
Mr. Allison, had described him to me as “a rarity 
among actors, hard-working, non-complaining, amaz- 
ingly perceptive, one of the most shockingly under- 
rated stars in the business.” 


A Stand-in for Stunt-men 
Mitchum declined The Misfits not because, as one 


wag suggested, he had previously worked with and 


waited for Marilyn Monroe (in River of No Return), 
but because: 1) “I was sure the script I read wouldn't 
play, and I was right. It had to. be rewritten by 
Huston and Arthur Miller, and 2) I was afraid Huston 
would kill me. This guy demands more of his actors 
than any other director I ever worked with. When I 
was making Heaven Knows, Mr. Allison, I thought to 
myself, ‘This guy is gonna get you yet.’ I took an aw- 
ful lot of punishment in that picture, getting bashed 
against the rocks, trudging through quicksand. I was 
lucky to come out of it alive. A few people may think 
I'm a big, brave, stalwart hero. Fact is I'm just as 
chicken as the next guy.” 

That is not the fact. Mitchum has more courage, 
guts, stamina and physical strength than any other 


movie star I know. Stunt-men and stand-ins have 
refused to act in dangerous bits he has pulled off. 

Mitchum is without affectation or temperament. 
He never acts up. He never surrounds himself with 
stooges or “clans.” He is never late on a set. He always 
knows his lines. . 

When The Sundowners was previewed in Holly- 
wood and he was congratulated on his performance, 
Mitch said quickly, “All I did was feed Deborah 
Kerr some lines. She took it from there. She’s really 
the one who can act.” 

But listen to Deborah: “Bob Mitchum,” she says, 
“is one of the finest, most perceptive, most talented, 
most considerate actors I've ever worked with. If any 
producer wants me for a picture, all he has to say is, 
“Bob Mitchum is in it.’ ” 

I’ve talked to dozens of people who've worked with 
“old Bob,” and what appeals to them most is his com- 
bination of masculinity and tenderness. 

Laura Nightingale, a wardrobe girl, says, “I remem- 
ber a scene Deborah Kerr was playing with Bob. In 
rehearsal she gestured toward her feet. Bob didn’t say 
a word. He seemed to know instinctively that her feet 
hurt from the sharp rocks she had to stand on 

“He just kneeled down, unlaced her white sneakers, 
removed them and massaged her feet. It was lovely 
and compassionate the way he did it. No show, no 
affectation, just all feeling. Then he put her sneakers 
back on and said kind of brusquely the way he does to 
hide his tenderness, ‘Gotta keep you alive for the next

scene. Then he walked away. Deborah was so 
touched she cried.” 

Basil Fenton-Smith, a sound engineer, told me how 
Mitchum fools most men. “You expect him,” he ex- 
plained, “to be.a wild, careless man-of-steel, adven- 
turous and flip. But in truth he has a heart as tender 
as a woman's ought to be and frequently isn’t. 

“I remember on one film we did in the West Indies, 
a native boy was hurt by a falling coconut, and one of 
our special effects men fainted on the set. Both were 
taken to the hospital. Bob was the only member of the 
cast thoughtful enough to visit them.” 

What makes Mitchum so completely likeable is his 
genuine interest in the welfare of other people. 

“I’m an actor,” he says, “only because I don’t know 
any other job at which I can make so much dough. 
Let's face it, being a movie star doesn’t call for skill. 

“One of the greatest actors who ever lived was Rin 
Tin Tin, and he was a dog. 

“I'm ashamed of being an actor because people 
accord you the respect and fame and attention you 
don't merit. The other month I was on a plane flying 
back to Maryland wheré I've got my home, raise 
horses and keep away from the crowds. And some 
guy sits down next to me. He’s an executive with some 
steel company. And he says, ‘My wife and I were dis- 
cusing you only the other night.’ “Well, sir,’ I said. 
‘All I can tell you is that my wife and I sure weren't 
discussing you, and you're a bigger man than I am.’ 


’ A Lunch Pail Job 


“Then I get letters from all sorts of people. Recently 
a lady who teaches blind children wrote me. Blind 
children attend movies, you know, and this teacher 
wrote, ‘My pupils believe that when you say some- 
thing on the screen, whatever it is, it must be true. 
Your voice has the ring of honesty and sincerity in it.’ 

“Stuff like that,” Mitchum continues, “bothers the 
hell out of me. It’s embarrassing, because I'm only a 
survivor of the Stone Age of American middle class 
culture. I'm no hero or paragon. 

“You know what people see in me? You know my 
public image? I’m the poor jerk carrying a lunch pail 


to his job. The public looks at me and says, ‘If that 
guy can make it, so can I.’ 

“I became an actor because I needed a job. Nothing 
in me cried out for artistic expression. Now I've got 
my own production company. I own what's left of my 
soul. I work all the time, because Fve got a wife and 
three kids to support and obligations to meet and 
taxes to pay. But I’m not much of an actor. 

“The reason I'm in demand is that I work fast and 
cheap. I don’t waste the producer’s money. I'm too 
middle class for that. I’ve got all the middle class vir- 
tues. That's why I snicker when people call me a rebel. 
I'm no rebel. So I once went to jail for 50 days on a 
marijuana rap. Ever since I’ve been so damn middle 
class it hurts. Also lucky. Just look at my record, son. 
Look at the racing form and study my past perform- 
ances, and you've got to come to the conclusion that 
I'm the luckiest sonofagun ever born.” 

The record shows that Robert Mitchum was born 
in Bridgeport, Conn., on August 6, 1917. His father 
died when Bob was 18 months old, leaving a preg- 
nant wife no money but three children. 

As a youngster Bob was shunted back and forth be- 
tween various members of the family in Connecticut 
and South Carolina. When Bob's sister was 6 years old 
she went into vaudeville. Mitch’s grandmother who 
had a farm in Delaware looked after Bob while his 
mother went touring with his sister. Later the whole 
family settled in Delaware. 

When Mitchum was 16 he fell in love with a 14- 
year-old girl, Dorothy Spence, who attended the Caesar 
Rodney High School. Later when the Mitchum family 
moved to Hollywood, Bob hitchhiked back to Delaware 
at least once a year to see his girlfriend. 

“We were married,” Dorothy recalls, “on March 
16, 1940, in Dover at a parsonage. We borrowed 
money to take the Greyhound to California. The fel- 
low who loaned us the bus fare was Carroll Righter, 
the astrologer. Bob had done some promotional work 
for him previously.” 

Mitchum in Hollywood tried to make a living as a 
radio writer but did so poorly that he and his wife 
moved in with his family.

“Ten of us,” she says, “lived in a two-room house 
with my in-laws until our first son Jimmy was born. 
Then Bob went to work at Lockheed. He also did 
some Little Theatre work. He would report at Lock- 
heed at midnight and work all through the early 
morning. He was a shaper operator, feeding metal into 
machines. He hated the job, couldn’t sleep, couldn't eat. 

“Finally he became quite ill and grew totally blind. 
The doctor told him it was nervous blindness and that 
he'd have to give up his job.” 

According to Mitchum, it was his mother and an 
agent, Paul Wilkins, who suggested that he become a 
movie actor. 


Hollywood Success 


He applied to Bill Boyd, who was starring in the 
Hopalong Cassidy series. Boyd asked him if he could 
ride a horse. Bob swore he could, although he'd only 
ridden’ a few old plough horses on the farm back in 
Delaware. On his first film-horse he was thrown three 
times before he could “stick.” He stayed on for seven 
more Hopalong films, mostly as a “heavy.” Then he 
switched from westerns to war films. He did so well in 
Thirty Seconds Over Tokyo that he was signed to a 
term contract in 1944. 

Other than for eight months as Private Mitchum in 
World War II, Mitchum has been working in films 
ever since. 

Six-feet, one-inch tall, with light brown hair, hazel 
eyes and a 190-pound body that’s getting a little fat 
around the middle, Mitch is miraculously free of the 
pretensions Hollywood fame develops in stars. 

He treats his wife and three children, Jim, 19; 
Chris, 17, and Petrine, his 8-year-old daughter, with 
a seemingly surface or casual affection. But according 
to Jim, a neophyte actor, “That's because Dad's not 
basically a demonstrative man. What emotion he can 
show, he saves for the screen. But what love he feels, 
he saves for us. 

“I only hope I can be half the actor and half the 
man he is. Not because he’s my father, but you can 
ask anyone and they'll tell you the truth. Bob 
Mitchum is one helluva nice guy.” a

Who Speaks The Truth 
About The Pope? 


Shall we take the word of 20th- 
century critics who scoff at the 
Holy Father and deny that he is 
the Vicar of Christ? 

Or shall we believe the New 
Testament and the clear testimony 
of scholars dating back to the first 
centufy of Christendom? 

Catholics believe that the prim 
acy of Peter is clearly established 
in the words of Jesus: “... thou 
art Peter, and upon this rock | 
will build my church. .. and I will 
give unto thee the keys of the 
kingdom of heaven.” It is a fact 
of history...also confirmed by 
the Bible... that the other Apos- 
tles accepted Peter as their head 

Some who reject this view say 
Peter was not the first Bishop of 
Rome, which 1s historically an 
office held only by the Pope 
Others assert Peter was never in 
Rome. Yet Eusebius, faithful 
chronicler of many of the events 
of the second century, wrote: 
“Peter the Apostle, the first Pon- 
tiff of the Christiafis, when he 
had first founded the church at 
Antioch, proceeds to Rome, 
where, preaching the Gospel, he 
continues 25 years as Bishop of 
that city.” Peter himself estab- 
lished his presence in Rome in 
his very first epistle, which closed 
with the greeting: “The Church 
which is in Babylon (Rome) sa- 
lutes you.” 

Those who would deny the 
apostolic origin of the Catholic 
Church, and the succession of the 
Popes, can find no support for 
their view in the writings of the 
early-century Christians. In con- 
trast, St. Irenaeus, Bishop of Lyons, 
who died in the year 202, wrote: 
“We must obey those in the 
Church who have true succession 
from the Apostles, for with their 
episcopal succession, they have 
received the gift of certainty in

the cruth according to God's will.” 
Third-century scholars Tertullian 
and St. Cyprian were equally firm 
in calling upon Christians to hear 
the Church.” 

The Church, according to the 
New Testament, was to be a vis- 
ible thing—an organized society 
This is evidenced by Peter's in 
structions to the Christian pres 
byters of Asia Minor to “... tend 
the flock of God which is among 
you (1 Perer, 5:1, 2); amd Se 
Paul's address to the presbyters of 
Ephesus: “Take heed to yourselves 
and to the whole flock in which 
the Holy Spirit has placed you as 
bishops...” 

If you would like to know the 
truth about the Popes from Peter 
to John XXII1... how the Papacy

SCHOOL 


by ED KIESTER 


66° WON TGO TOSCHOOL! I won't! I won't!” 

Sound familiar? Most children, at 
some time in their lives, rebel against going to 
school. When they do, most parents try to 
ride out the storm. If this doesn’t work, they 
may resort to the woodshed or its equivalent. 
One way or the other, the child is back in 
class in a hurry. In a day or two, the squall is 
forgotten. 

But for some super-sensitive children— 
three out of 100—nothing seems to work. 
Kicking and screaining with terror, such a 
child may remain out of school for days, 
weeks, months or even years. Spanking seems 
to do no good whatever. Coddling the child 
only reinforces his resistance. 

He is the victim of a pathetic emotiorial 
problem—one that seems to be increasing. 
Psychologists call it school phobia. 

School phobia means, literally, a dread of 
school, although the real roots of the problem 
lie at home. Now the target of widespread 
psychological research, the disturbance still 
is little known and little understood by par- 
ents and educators. Many teachers have seen 
its symptoms, yet have never recognized it 
as an emotional disorder. 

Most victims are 8 to 10, though school 
phobia may also flare up in older children. 
Those whose outbreaks come early are lucky: 
their cases often can be straightened out in a 
few weeks or months. Cases in older children 
generally are far more difficult. 

When overlooked or neglected, school pho- 
bia can be one of childhood’s most disabling 
disturbances. Its effects can be far-reaching. 
“The child who is afraid of dogs, Lorses or 
streetcars can still lead a fairly normal life,” 
says Dr. Stuart M. Finch, who has been in- 
vestigating school phobia at the University of 
Michigan Children’s Psychiatric Service. 
“But the child who is afraid of school cannot. 
The longer he is out, the more difficult it is 
for him to re-establish himself.” 


Back to the Classroom 


“School phobia feeds upon itself,” says 
Dr. Samuel Waldfogel, a staff psychologist 
at the Judge Baker Guidance Center, Boston. 
“Each day, cut off from his normal associa- 
tions, the child’s life becomes more artificial, 
more unhealthy.” 

Thus therapists strive always for a quick 
return to school. While it won’t always solve 
the underlying problem, it will halt danger- 
ous deterioration. In one recent case, a New 
England boy returned to school after being 
out six years. Already he is showing improve- 
ment. But a girl, 14, after four years of treat- 
ment, is only now willing to visit the school 
after class hours. 

Who gets school phobia? Surprisingly, its 
victims are usually bright, well-behaved and 
proficient in class. But they are likely to be 


timid and to miss school frequently for vague 
reasons. Each day they resist going to school 
a little more. Finally, after a weekend or 
holiday, they dig in and refuse to go at all. 

Some actually become ill, and others de- 
velop unrealistic fears: “I'm afraid of the 
dogs on the way,” “I might be kidnapped,” 
“My teacher is mean.” When his mother ap- 
plies pressure, the child goes into a wild 
panic. He may throw a tantrum, scream, 
wail, faint or vomit. 

“His terror is acute, real, and it baffles his 
mother,” Dr. Waldfogel says. “She threatens, 
bribes, wheedles, reasons, pleads. She points 
out that his fears are unrealistic—the dog is 


_a friendly St. Bernard, the teacher is really 


quite pleasant. She may arrange for a differ- 
ent teacher or a different school. The phobia 
goes with him.” 

Yet because of their dramatic nature, such 
symptoms often are quickly recognized, 
treated and—nine out of 10 times—checked. 
School phobia in an older child is more stub- 
born. It builds gradually, lying just below the 
surface. The change from elementary to 
junior high school may trigger it. So may a 
death or illness in the family. 


is School Phobia Normal? 


Often victims understand their problem, 
but are powerless to solve it. Extensive psy- 
chotherapy may be necessary. “At older ages 
the outlook is anything but bright,” says Dr. 
Leon Eisenberg of the Johns Hopkins Hos- 
pital, Baltimore. Of one group of victims over 
11 given long-term therapy at Johns Hopkins, 
fewer than half returned to school. 

Many normal children show symptoms like 
those of school phobia at times. Your own 
child may have fears, complain of “mean” 
teachers or vague illnesses. With normal chil- 
dren, however, these come and go quickly. 
With school phobia victims they persist for 
months or years. 

The school phobia victim also differs from 
the hooky-player. Unlike Tom Sawyer, who 
skipped school to swim or fish,*the phobic 
child heads straight home. 

What causes school phobia? Most psychol- 
ogists agree that the child is not really afraid 
of school. His real fear is of separation—of 
leaving home and mother. And often mother 
innocently encourages him. 

One teacher, for instance, had worked 
hard to prepare a school phobia victim for 
an all-day field trip. At first his mother agreed. 
Then she insisted he come home for lunch, 
and awakened all his old fears. 

The typical school phobia mother is nerv- 
ous, anxious and overprotective. She frets 
about her child’s health, keeps him home at 
every sniffle and tries to shield him from 
reality. Unsure of herself, she zigzags be- 
tween strictness and leniency: she may spank 
her child and then beg his pardon. 

Some take a perverse pride in their child’s

clinging. “It proves to the mothers that 
they are indispensable,” says Dr. John 
Coolidge, chief psychiatrist at the Boston 
center. Parents may even induce a child 
to cling. One couple never took an evening 
out until their child was 18 months old. 
Finally, at the urging of the pediatrician, 
they hired a baby-sitter, went as far as the 
corner drugstore, agonized a while —and 
came home. The child grew up babyish. 

Fathers often are cut from the same 
cloth as mothers. Uncertain and overpro- 
tective, they dodge discipline and the 
fatherly role. One researcher says a phobic 
household is “like having two mothers.” 

Because mother and father roles every- 
where are blurred, some researchers con- 
sider school phobia a disease of modern 
society. Certainly it is increasing. When 
a team from Judge Baker investigated 
school phobia in the Newton, Mass., 
schools, officials there predicted three to 
five cases a year. The number was more 
than three times that many. 

Only a few schools, psychologists 
agree, handle school phobia cases prop- 
erly. Knowing little of the disorder and 
feeling somewhat to blame, they waver 
between punishment and sympathy..Some 
permit the child to study at home for 


years instead of insisting on a goal of 
returning to class. Although many cases 
can be quickly set right by a trained guid 
ance counselor, few schools are equipped 
to furnish one. 


What Parents Must Do 


What can be done about school phobia? 
First, parents and schools must be more 
aware of it. Dr. Coolidge says parents and 
teachers frequently are astonished to 
learn that the child has an emotional prob- 
lem. “Until then, their attitude has been, 
‘Oh, that’s just Johnny. He's always been 
that way, ” says Dr. Coolidge. 

Yet school phobia flashes obvious dan- 
ger signals to both parent and teacher 
(see box, above ). When such signals are 
spotted, a parent should: 

© Consult the school for help in treat 
ment. 

© Stand firm in insisting that the child 
attend school every day, even if part-time. 

© Remove benefits of staying home, 
such as all-day TV. 

e Encourage stronger friendships. 

e Try to show the unrealistic basis of 
the child’s fears. 

e Accompany him to school and stay 
with him temporarily, if necessary. 


\ teacher or principal should: Call the 
situation to the parents’ attention. Give 
the child more care, even mother him 
See that he keeps up with work, even if 
he cannot attend regularly. Encourage 
others to befriend him, and guard him 
from bullies and teases. 

Most important: don't treat him as a 
truant, and don’t punish him. 

In cases where the student is on the 
brink, such treatment can keep him in 
class, Dr. Waldfogel says. Even if he has 
already missed school, firmness mixed 
with sympathy may coax him back. Par 
ents and therapists should set a firm date 
for his return and stick to it. In Newton, 
well over half the victims returned to 
class after 10 or fewer informal visits to 
an “emergency clinic” set up within the 
schools. 

More important than stopgap treat- 
ment, however, is prevention—and this is 
strictly up to parents. “To prevent school 
phobia,” Dr. Waldfogel says, “a parent, 
particularly a mother, must realize some- 
thing about herself. Part of parenthood is 
preparing a child to leave home. That 
parent is best whose main objective is to 
help his child to grow up and to achieve 
independence.” . =

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The man who 
rarely wins 


WRITHING IN MOCK PAIN at right—to the delight of wrestling 
fans who have come to know and hate him—is Jack Terry, a 
gnarled-faced man of 42 who has become one of the best practi 
tioners of an old and honorable occupation. Terry is a wrestling 
“villain,” a scowling brute who enrages fans by slugging handsome 
wrestlers, kicking in clinches, howling imprecations when the 
decision is announced. Yet the decision never comes as much of a 
surprise to Jack Terry, for he nearly always loses. 

Like all wrestlers, Terry discusses his profession with a sol- 
emnity that makes one feel this is the purest of all physical en- 
deavors. (Critics, however, have suggested that the outcome of 
wrestling bouts is about as surprising as the finish of a TV western 
—the hero always wins.) Though he has the hard, flat face of a 
Roman gladiator, Terry is warm and genial. “I usually lose,” he 
says with a resigned air, “because most other wrestlers are 
younger than me. I do well for a while, but then they tire me out.” 

But Terry is also a realist. “In this business,” he says, “you 
have to be both wrestler and showman; you must please the crowd. 
Since I'm not as handsome as the younger fellows, it’s natural 
that the crowd hopes I lose.” 


TERRY MAKES THE CROWD hope even harder when he | ) appears 
to be gouging his opponent’s eyes, 2.) punches, 3) finally begs for 
mercy as he is getting his lumps—to the crowd's delight. 

Such rejoicing at his defeats has made Terry fairly well off. Of 
the $20,000 a year he earns, he keeps about $10,000, thé rest 
covering expenses (he travels more than 200,000 miles a year) 
and medical bills. Every one of Terry's ribs has been broken. His 
breastbone has been moved about four inches. Both ankles have 
been fractured; his nose has been broken six times. Yet Terry, ae ie 
a wrestler since high school, has no regrets. “I don’t even mind BSUS. oe ee. pe ae 
boos,” he says.

HOLLYWOOD, Feb. 18 (UPI). 


Sage LAST STAND of soap operas, chased 
from radio and evening television, is 
daytime video where housewives can set 
aside the vacuum cleaner and cry their 
eyes out for a spell.

T'S:HARD TO PICTURE Howard Duff, the 

dashing, two-fisted proprietor of a San 
Francisco night club in NBC-TV's "Dante" 
series, as a mild window trimmer for a 
Seattle department store. An assistant win- 
dow trimmer, at that. 


But that's what Duff was doing to keep 
himself supplied with meat and potatoes 
while trying to get started in show business. 


While a senior at Seattle's Roosevelt 
High School, Duff landed the leading role 
in his class play. “Trelawney of the Wells." 
That was enough to determine him on a 
career. , 

Shortly after graduation he joined the 
Seattle Repertory Playhouse for a role in 
Shakespeare's “Richard Ill." But he learned 
an actor's lesson early—that one can't live 
on press notices. He wasn't paid for his 
acting. 

So he took the window-trimming job. 
Conflict developed soon. He was assigned 
to night duty at the store but, since that 
would mean giving up acting, he quit. 


ALMOST IMMEDIATELY he won a job 
as staff announcer at Seattle's radio station 
KOMO, meanwhile continuing with dra- 
matics. A year later, when the Playhouse 
put him on a salary—$20 a week—he left 
KOMO and went on a West Coast tour 
with the company. One tour ended in San 
Francisco and Duff turned back to radio, 
landing a role as the “Phantom Pilot" in a 
children's serial broadcast by KFRC. 

The program soon moved. to Hollywood, 
and Duff went with it. However, he was 
making little headway until writer Arch 
Oboler decided that Duff's fine voice was 
meant for better things and got him parts 
in radio dramas. 

Duff's acting career, however, was in- 
terrupted for more than three years, from 
March, 1941, to November, 1945, by Army 
service. Because of his background he was

On the air, he 
gained nationwide notice as “Sam Spade, 
Detective,” and worked in other programs 
such as “Suspense,"’ "Radio Theater,” “Hol- 
lywood Star Time,” and "Academy Award 
Theater.” 


- At the Little Theater, Duff was seen by 
a motion picture director who was im- 
pressed with his performance and cast him 
in “Birthdate.” This opened a new career, 
and Duff appeared in many pictures. 


“Dante” (KSD-TV, 8:30 p.m. Mondays) 
is Duff's second television series. His first, 
in which he co-starred with his wife, Ida 
Lupino, was "Mr. Adams and Eve.”

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TV Guest Shots Exacting, 
Says Comedian Dan Rowan 


SSENTIALLY night club entertainers, the 
comedy team of Rowan and Martin 
will make one of their periodic forays into 
television on the Ed Sullivan show tonight. 
lt will mark the eleventh Sullivan appear- 
ance. 

"We. usually use material that's topical 
at the moment,” Dan Rowan said in a 
phone call from Hollywood, “and tonight 
we'll satirize the new book, ‘Eat Well—Stay 
Well.’ The book is topical right now and, 
anyhow, diets and dieting always have a 
broad appeal. We'll have a few things to 
say about fat people.” 

Dick Martin was also on the line, but, 
since this was straight talk, “straight man" 
Rowan did the talking. 

Television is quite a change of pace, he 
said, more restrictive and considerably 
more exacting than night club work. 

"In night clubs," Rowan said, “we have 
an established pattern. We can wander 
around inside the general outline of our 
bit, and ad lib much of the time. But on 

we're committed to a script that has 
to be cleared beforehand, not only for 
exact timing but also for material—such 
things as sponsor conflict, for example, and 
taboos of a particular show. 

“TELEVISION IS restrictive in a sense 
that a lot of people don't realize,” he 
went on. “Many who see us in night clubs 
say, "Why don't you do that on TV?’ Well, 
the big reason is that a television guest 
shot usually runs only six or eight minutes. 
We have to score strongly in that time. In 
night clubs we're hardly getting warmed up 
after the first six or eight minutes. 

"It's not the simplest job in the world 
trying to build up, in a brief TV spot, the 
same reaction that we have 30 minutes, or 
more, to build up in night spots.” 

Rowan and Martin, who started out as 
comedy writers but then decided that they 
might do as well with their own material 
as others were doing, have been together 
seven years. They're generally recognized 
as about the top comedy team working 
today. 

Occasionally they try other fields—they 
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DAN ROWAN (top) and DICK MARTIN 


were in "Babes in Toyland” 
Opera here in 1959 and in "Red Mill" 
last summer. These have been their only 
legitimate stage appearances together, but 
they are planning similar work this sum- 
mer at Carmel, Calif. 

They also are planning a television se- 
ries. “We've got a commitment with ABC- 
TV and Desilu,” Rowan said, “to do a pilot 
film for a series Cy Howard is creating. 

“The big problem in a series, naturally,” 
he said, “is how to keep our brand of 
comedy going. We can't repeat, as we do 
in night clubs. Luckily, for once, we won't 
be doing our own writing. Howard, creator 
of the series, titled "My Wife's Brother," 
will do it. We're lucky in having him. It's 
difficult to capture what we do, but How- 
ard's one of two or three writers who can 
do it."
